Im such euccess he sees 
the only hove of handing over his office to a Repub- 
lican successor. He will regara a victory for Mahone 
on Tnesaay ssasure indication that Virgizia'’s vote 
will be east next year for the nominee of the Republi- 
can Convention and thus vinaicate the only policy 
the Administration has presumed tohave, He has 
not been unmoved by the sharp criticism of the inae- 
—— press upon his ailiance wich Mahone, nor has 

been unmindfui of the fact that very many 
of his n friends bave doubted the wie- 
dom of his Indorsement of Mahone and bis methods. 
But neither kind of objectors have at any time affected 
bis purpose to do all that Le could to aid ]iberal coali- 
tions in Virginia and elsewhere. ‘fo him, the political 
problem of 1884 is a very simple one. He believes that 
the canditate of the next National Republican Con- 
vention, whoever he may be. may safely count 
on receiving the Electoral vote of every State 
that voted for Garfield and Arthur in 1880 
except the States of New-York and Indiana, The 
vote of the latter State was not necessary to an elec- 
tion, and it need not be now considered as a factor 
am the problem.

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LIVELY WORK InN BUFFALO. 
THE REPUBLICANS WORKING HARD, WITH 
GOOD PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS. 

Burra.o, Nov. 4.—The 160al campaign here 
is at fever heat, The Republicans are in better 
shape than in any year since 1880 and expect to 
earry the county. The betting at the pool- 
Tooms favors most of the Republican ecoun- 
ty acd city candidates. A very large Re- 
publican meeting was held at Wahle’s 


Opera-house last evening. Several prominent Ic- 
cal Republicans spoke. among them the Hon. E. 
Cariton Sprague, who last year spoke against 
Foiger’s election. In the e¢ourse of his 
epeech Mr. Sprague said: “The Rupub- 
lican Party is in the position of a great 
family. After a season of dissension, it 
is now time to resume amicable relations,” He 
spoke favorably of President Arthur and praised 
the Republican candidates. “ ile,” he said, 
“the Democratic platform is composed of 
slush, mush, and gush, with the candi- 
dates swimming about in it, the Repub- 
lican platform is empbatic, outspoken, and 
direct.” Mr. Sprague’s speeeh made an excellent 
impression. The Vemoeratsare a good deal dis- 
heartened over their various misfortunes, and es- 
pecially over the Mayoralty, A Sunday paper, un- 
derstood to be inspired by Mayor Manning, publish- 
ed to-day a scandalous attack on the proprietor of a 
one-cent evening paper. and the person attacked is 
ex) to reply in the morning. The matter 
helps to make the Democratic campaign one of the 
dirtiest ever known here. State Committeeman 
MeCune’s organ, which tried for a time to 
treat both Democratic candidates for Msyor 
With equal fairness, to-day denounced Mayor 
Manning and praised Mr. Seoville. It says of Man- 
ning: “Noman had evera finer opportunity to 
ao service for his party, and to make its cause his 
tause, and no manin the city of Buffalo bas 
ever so. thoroughly immolated himself upon the 
altar of his own selfishness. As an independent 
candidate he is before the people witbout a call 
from the people. Asa campaigner, bis methods 
tan only ‘him condemnation, and as a 
disorzanizer of the Democratic party, he has 
earned for himseif ua political grave from 
which there will be no resurrection.

THE OUTLOOK IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

RO GREAT CONFIDENCE ON EITHER SIDE— 
THE DEMOCRATS NOT ENTHUSIASTIC. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—That neither party 
has great confidence in its own expectations of 
success in this State on Tuesday is shown by the 
majorities they are claiming. The Republicans 
would be glad to be sure of 10,000, and hardly 
make estimates up to that number, while the fig- 
ures of Mr. Hensel, the Democrutic Chairman, 
show only 4,000 for his side. In order to count up 
this much, however, he puts many of the Republi- 
ean counties extremely low, and some of them, it 
is quite certain, will much exceed bis limits. He 
allows 12,000 in Philadelphia, which is about all 


that the Republicans are inclined to claim, and 
5.009 in Allegheny, where they look for 6,000 or 
7,000. The tenor of these caleulations, however, 
indicates about what the present appearance of 
the canvass is, i. ¢., the Republicans are more con- 
fident than the Democrats and are more likely to 
win by a very moderate majority. 

The Republican meetings in this clty and through- 
out the State, for the last night or two, have been 
well attended and highly enthusiastic. Judge Kel- 
Jey’s reception Wednesday evening brought to- 
gether @ great crowd, whose impulse and sentiment 
were DOt 80 much the personal greeting to Kelle 
as the maintaining of the economic policy which 
he has 80 long advocated. At Pittsburg on Thurs- 
day evening there was a yery earnest and enthusi- 
astic meeting, largely ‘attended by those 
who were in the Independent movement of 
last year. On Friday evening Gen. Beaver 
wes very pave | received at Scranton, and 
there were several lively meetings in this city. 
Last nighta number of meetings were held, and ti 
is intended to make an earnest effort to get out 
the large Republican vote of Philadelphia on Tues- 
day. The iocal ticket is being hotly contested as 
to one or dwo of the places, especially the Control- 
lership, and it is now believed by the friends of 
Mr. Jetiries, the candidate for it, that he will pull 
through in spite of the earnest work of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred in behalf of his opponent 
Mr. Page. In this, as in other instances, there is a 
disposition shown to close up the party ranks and 
face **the common enemy,”’ and if Mr. Jeffries 
should be elected it will be largely due to such an 
increase of party spirit. 

One eurious feature of the canvass is that the 
men wihin the Democratic ranks who have most 
positively differed from Gov. Pattison and “the 
administration,” and who feel that the indorse- 
ment ofthem by a Democratic majority on I'ues 
duy would be all wrong, are yetinthe field mak 
ing the customary show of activity. Senator Wal- 
lace, Mr. Coxe, and even the Chairman, Hensel, 
well know that the triumph of their party in this 
fight would mean the elevation of C.ssidy, Patti- 
son, Stenger.

A LOTTERY COMPANY IN POLITICS. 
THE LOUISIANA CONCERN ACCUSED OF AID- 
ING THE M ENERY RING. 

New-Or.rans, Nov. 4.—Gen. Fred N. Og- 
den, the candidate of the Anti-Ring Demoeracy 
against the McEnery combination, has published 
a letter against the Louisiana Lottery Company, 


which is accused of furnishing the “sinews of 
war” to carry on the McEnery campaign. He says: 

“\Why is it that the lottery company has become so 
important a factor in the political history of our State ? 
Why is it that the money obtained through such 
channels shouid now be, as I am convinced it is, one of 





the principal obstacles to the State's. return 
to onest economy and goog government?

TWINS BORN IN A STREET CAR. 





AN EVENT WHICH CAUSED MUCH INTEREST 
AND SOME TROUBLE IN 8T. LOUIS. 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 4.—A most interesting event 
took place this evening in car No. 23 of the Fifth- 
street line at Union Market. A woman named 
Mrs. Annie Lutze, wife of Frederick Lutze, a lum- 
ber hauler, residing at No. 3,209 Broadway, had 
boarded the car at Convent-street, but she at- 
tracted no particular or unusual attention until 
the market was neared, when it became apparent 
that an event was about to take place which 


does not ordinarily occur in atreet cars. 
A vhysician and some ladies present were 
solicited to lend their assistance, but 
none of them responded. Finally, an old 
colored woman named Josephine Riley made her 
appearance at the doctor’s side. By this time the 
ambulance arrived, but it could not be put to an 
immediate use, as the doctor had discovered that 
there was further occasion for delay. ln a few 
minutes, however, all was well, ana two fine boys 
lay side by side, cozily wrapped in the colored 
woman's shawl., The doctor, learning that the car 
drove directly past the door cf the mother’s resi- 
dence, dismissed the ambulance and ordered 
the car driver to proceed, two policemen 
acting as an escort to keep off other 
passengers. As might have been expected, 
the stoppage of the car had caused the delay of a 
large number of other cars, which covered the 
track for a block or so back, and when No. 23 
started up, they followed in procession, Upon ar- 
riving at the humble residence of the parents, Offi- 
cer Fruchte informed the father of his good 
fortune, but the guardian of the peace was 
not well posted and gave the increase in 
the family as only one. “Lord bless you,” 
shouted Mrs, Riley, bouncing into the house, 
“there are two.” “I hope,” nervously 
remarked the astonished father, ‘that there are 
not three.”” He was assured that two was the 
limit, and the mother and children were carried 
into the house where they were soon made com- 
fortable, and at last accounts were doing well.

THE CAUSE OF A SUICIDE. 
Toronto, Ontario, Nov. 4—The inquest 
was heid yesterday on the body of Archie Dixon, 
late paymaster of the Alleghany Railroad at Pitts- 
burg, who died in the hospital ward at Toronto 
jail the previous day. From the evidence given 


it appeared that Dixon was boarding at the 
Rossin House, and procured a prescription 
frem a pbysician which contained a quantity of 
morphia. He retired to his room on Wednesday 
night apparently in good health, and on the fol- 
lowing morning was found lying in bed apparently 
in delirium tremens. As he expressed fears 
of being lynched, and repeatedly asserted 
that he was not guilty, a detective was 
called and the unfortunate man removed 
to the jail and medical attendance secured. He 
did not appear to be seriously ill, but 
that evening be rapidly grew worse and 
died during the night. It was afterward 
ascertained that he had taken the 22 doses 
of medicine made up from tne prescription, which 
contained 10 grains of morphia. A post-mortem 
examination disclosed the fact that a cyst about 
as large as a bean had formed upon the interior of 
the skull, and it was the opinion of the surgeon 
that this was sufficient to cause mental aberration, 
which led Dixon to take his life. The jury re- 
turned a verdict to the effect that death was 
caused by an overdose of morphia taken while

| THE RIOTING AT DANVILLE 





FEARS OF ANOTHER OUTBREAK 


ON ELECTION DAY. 


THE CITY STRONGLY GUARDED — SEVEN 
LIVES KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN LOST— 


RESOLUTIONS DENOUNCING MAHONE. 


DANVILLE, Va., Nov. 4.—As nearly as can

A big meeting of citizens 
wasin progress and resolutions were passed de- 
nounscing Mahone’s action in circulating lies about 
the people of Danville. A negro who was in the 
crowd shoved a white by-stander from the side- 
Ths white man asked him what he 
meant, and the negro apologized. Then a negro 
poliseman remonstrated with the negro for apolo- 
gizing and took the matter up.. Both fell to blows. 
Pistols were drawn and firing began on both sides. 


Four of the negroes were killed and several 


wounded. A young white youth, Walter S. Hol- 
Jand, son of a prominent tobacconist. was shot in 
the head and mortally wounded, The mélée be- 


came general. 


The whites, however, outnum- 


berea the negroes in this particular portion of 


Danville and drove them off. 


The firing drew crowds to the scene, and the 


Mayor at once ordered out the military to quell 


the fight. The negroes, however, retired to the 
black quarter of the town before the soldiers ar- 


rived. The whole city was roused by the fight, 
and tbe wildest excitement prevailed. The 
military, one company, 
streets, and something like order was restored. 

At 11 o’cloek a platoon of soldiers was fired upon 
by negroes ambuscaded in a house, but without 
fatal effect. The house was surrounded and one 
Legro was captured. Since then the soldiers have 
been fired upon by the negroes in different parts of 
the city. The negroes have a majority of 500in the 
piace, but the whites are better armed and have 
several ex-army officers as their leaders. In a pitched 
battle the negroes will be worsted, despise their 
advantage of numbers. Women and children 
have been sept from the town by every outgoing 
train, further trouble being apprehended. Gov. 
Cameron has not yet taken any action. 

Everything is comparatively quiet in Danville 
to-day. Two negroes who were wounded there in 
the riot yesterday died to-day. This makes seven 
pbegroes who have died from wounds received in 


that affray. Thomas Seward and Walter 
Holland, the two white men who were 
wounded, are better to-day, and it is 


hoped will recover. Others of those slightly 
woundec are doing well. The town was patrolled 
last night by the Danville Grays and other armed 
citizens. Rafus Hubbard, one of the patrolmer, 
was shot by a negro from ambush last night and 
wounded. The negro charged with the act is in 
jail. It is probable that the town will be guarded 
by the military until after the election on Tuesday. 
Almost every citizen in the place is armed and 
ready to resist any outbreak, but it is not likely 
now that any treuble will occur. In one or two of 
the districts, where it will be difficult to poll the 
vote, owing to the want of sufficient voting pre- 
cincts, voters will go to those at midnight to-mor- 
row to take their places in line and be ready 
when the polls are opened at daybreak, This will 
be done at some of the large Drecincts here, where 
it will be almost impossible to receive all the votes 
before they are closed at sundown. 

By agreement no services were held in the 
churches to-day. The city isunder the supervision 
of the Town Sergeant, ‘the Grays,’ (the white 
company,) and volunteers who were accepted by 
the advice of the Hon. C. G. Cabell, member of 
Congress, and other leading citizens. Town Ser- 
geant James Wood did not call out the colored 
military company. After the delivery of the mails 
this morning, whieh was largely attended by whites 
and blacks, the Town Sergeant proclaimed that no 
assemblies on the streets would be allowed, and he 
requested the peonle to go home and remain quiet. 
Mr. Cabell and Judge Aiken joined in the request. 

Larer.—The physicians report as wounded only 
those named in previous dispatches. The ball has 
been extracted from Walter Holland’s skull. 
Peter Walters, colored. who was shot, is not dead, 
as reportea. The Coroner summoned a jury, but 
the bodies of two of the men had been taken away. 
In the case of the third, a verdict was rendered to 
the effect that he was killed by some unknown 
person. 

A cireular was issued this evening, signed by 
Mayor Johnson, Judge Blackwell, Judge Aiken, 
the Hon. George C. Cabell. and a number of other 
citizens, in which they say they desire to have 
weace preserved and a fair election held on the 6th 
inst. The law requires the closing of all liguor 
stores at sunset preceding the day of election, and 
an order has been issued requiring that they be 
closed during to-morrow and till the morning of 
the 7th inst. 


HaRRISONBURG, Va., Nov. 4—Great ex- 
eitement was caused here by the reception of the 
news of the riot in Danvilie. It is believed that it 
will have a decided effect in the valley counties on 
Tuesday’s election. 


RIcHMOND, Nov. 4.—An immense mass- 
meeting of the citizens of Rickmond was held in 
the First Regiment Armory this evening to express 
their sentiments concerning the riot at Danville 
yesterday. A preamble setting forth that the con- 
flict between the races in Danville was the result 
of a conspiracy to force the issue upon the white 
people by the leaders of the coalition movement 
ves adopted, together with the following resolu- 

ons: 

I. Thatin the conflict which took place in Danville 
yesterday the white people sympathize fully with 
their own race.

Vv. That in this particular canvass the race issue has 
been forced upon the white men and its irritations 
planned and seaulously cultivated by Wiiliam Mahone 
and by his co-conspirators for their own wicked and 
selfish ends, and that upon their heads must rest all 
the responsibility tor the blood that may be shed or 
spilled by men who are driven to the conflict in the 
best interests of civilization.

| THE MISMANAGED CLYDE BANS. 


RETURN OF THE RECKLESS CASHIER—OTHER 
FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 
SANDUSKY, Ohio, Nov. 4.—Great excitement 
prevails throughout Sandusky County on account 
of the failure of the Clyde Banking Company at 


Clyde. The company consisted of P. W. Park- 
hurst, A. Richards, and D. E. Harkness. Last 
Wednesday Parkhurst, who was Cashier, 
mysteriously disappeared. The business of 
the bank was continyed until Friday, de- 
posits being received, but nothing being 


paid out, the clerk in charge claiming that the 
Cashier had taken the keys to the vault and that 
they could not get any morey. On Saturday morn- 
ing the bank wag closed and Judge Wickham ap- 
pointed D. A. Heffner, of Clyde, Receiver. Parkhurst 
returned to Clyde last night and an investigation 
into the affairs of the bank was made, revealing 
the fact that the institution was rotten to the 
core. The books showed total deposits of $74,000, 
with $50,000 unsecured cr doubtful assets and 
$24,000 overdrawn by the firms of E. H. Southland, 
hardware, and Mifford, Southland & Co., dealers 
in general supplies. Both firms have gone under. 
Cashier Parkhurst is Treasurer of the village,

MORRISVILLE, N. J., Nov. 4.—Four years 
ago David Matthews left this place in ill-health for 


a trip on a coasting vessel to the Bermudas, leav- 
ing behind bim a wife and a young cbhila. 


Matthews never wrote to his wife, and 
she heard nothing of his movements until 
word came about a year after his de- 


parture that he had died in the West Indies 
with yellow fever. After Matthews’s departure a 
second child was born, and the young wife, to sup- 
port herself and family, was compelled to accept a 


position asanurse. About six months ago Mrs.

MR. MOODY’S WORK IN ENGLAND. 
LONDON, Nov. 4.—Mr. Moody successfully 


opened his great mission at Islington to-day. Four 


meetings were held, each of which was attended * 


by from 4,000 to 6,000 persons. The iron hall 
built for the occasion proved to be a complete suc- 
cess in all its arrangements, affording seating room 
for 5,800 persons. Allaround onthe sides of the 
hall appropriate texts were displayed, such as 
“God is Love,” end over the platform, ‘** We 


pray you in Christ's stead be ye _ recon- 
ciled to God." Mr. Sankey sang. with 
his customary effect. Mr. Moody’s addresses 


showed that he had not lost his hold on the people 
bere. One hundred persons rose to be prayed for. 
A heavy storm in the afternoon and evening some- 
what diminished the attendanee, but an unfailing 
interest was manifested. A number of prom- 
inent clergymen occupied seats on the plat- 
form during the day gnd evening services. 
Mr. Moody, alluding to his mission in Ireland, said 
that his three weeks’ work in that country had 
been the most productive of his life. At the close 
of the evening meeting a manin the hall shouted 
out that Mr. Moody’s last missionin London had 
been a failure. Mr. Moody answered by calling 
for volunteers to come out boldly on the Lorda’s 
side, whereupon about 3,000 men arose en masse. 
The incident caused much excitement. 
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SPANISH POLITICAL PROBLEMS. 
Maprip, Nov. 4.—A portion of the Demo- 
cratic and Liberal press is urging the Government 
to publish its programme before the opening of 
the Cortes. The papers consider that it may be 


impossible to effecta conciliation with Sefior Sa- 
gasta’s !ollowers if the Ministry persists in its in- 
tention to re-establish universal suffrage and 
amend the Constitution. It is doubted whether 
the President of the Council will obtain a decree of 
dissolution should the Government be defeated on 
these questions. The Globo says the Government's 
policy will be resisted in certain high quarters. 

The Cabinet has resolved to summon the Cortes 
to assemble on Dec. 15. At the Cabinet meeting 
to-day Sefior Ruiz Gemez, Minister of Foreign At- 
fairs, rpad a dispatch from Paris assuring the Span- 
ish Government of a speedy settlement of the con- 
troversy between the two nutions arising out of 
the ill-treatment received by King Alfonso in the 
streets of Paris. 

The publication of the Norte, the organ of Sefior 
Moret, has been suepended. owing to a divergence 
of views between the editors on the question of 
universal suffrage.

BELGRADE, Nov. 4.—The troops sent to sup- 
press disorder among the peasants at Crana Reka 
comprise six battalions and two squadrons, with 
five batteries. Commission judges accompany the 
troops, and a peaceful arrangement of the troubles 
will first be attempted. Ukases have been pub- 
lished withdrawing the libertv of the press, the 
right of association, and freedom of speech.

Leav- 
ing him under guard he rushed back to 
Comer’s house bareheaded and cried to Mrs. 
Comer, “Bring me the gun.” She ran ont 
with a shot-gun and handed it to him, think- 
ing he was again fleeing from~ the officers. 
Then he made her a prisoner and searched the 
house. Thirteen hundred dollarsin spurious coin 
was found, and molds and materials for making 
half, one, two and a half, and five dollar pieces.

EARNING HER LIVING BY IRONING 
OLOTHES. 
THE MISSING ST. LOUIS GIRL AN EMPLOYA 
IN AN INDIANA INSANE ASYLUM—NQ 
REASON GIVEN FOR HER FREAK. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 4.— The search foa 
Mary Churchill, daughter of J. O. Churchill, of 8t. 
Louis, who disappeared from home on the night 
of Sunday, Aug. 19, has been finally suecess- 
ful, the girl having been found at the in- 
sane hospitul west of this city. where 
she has been serving in the ironing-room 
for the past two months. It was not until last 
night that any suspicion was entertained that the 
girl was other than she] had represented herself— 
Jennie Lockwood. of East St. Louis. At the 
time she came, however, Superintendent 
Fletcher surmised that she was a runa 
way girland communicated with the anthorities 
of that place, of course without resuits. Last 
evening @ paragraph in a local paper, referring to 
the search for her,’caused Dr. Fletener to in- 
form the authorities here that he believed 
the girl was at the institution.

She is very reticent as ta 
the cause of her departure. simply saying: ** You 
don’t know whyI left, and nobody but myseli 
does, and I won’tteil. SinceI left home [ hav¢ 
done nothing that any girl need be ashamed of. | 
haveearned my own living honestly and feei that | 
am able to do so in the future.’ She is enjoying ex 
cellent health and weighs 20 pounds more than 
when she went to work at the asylum. When the 
tamily here were made acquainted with the fact 
that their daughter's whereabouts were made 
known to the public they expressed no surprise 
and it seemed almost certain that the fact wasa¢ 
news to them.

Loxpox, Ot. £3 —The latest political 
yensation is John Bright's repudiation of Radi- 
talism. He says he does not like the phrase 
* Radical Government” as applied to our pres- 
mt Ministry, He himself has vever adopted 
the title of * Radical,” has never ranged him- 
self under the banner of the ‘‘ Radical Party,” 
and indeed does not exactly know what the 
term means. This is news with a vengeance; 
but we must Hve and learn. Surely one would 
bave thought thatif any one deserved to be 
ralled a Radical it was John Bright; but it 
seems not. Indeed, it is not so very long 
ago that an ingenious writer endeavored to 
make out that Mr. Bright was really a 
Conservative. His argument was that the 
vreat free trader, having secured the adoption 
of the most important changes for which 
be and his associates had agitated in past 
years, regarded these as sufficient for the 
wants of the country, and looked upon all new 
reforms with a certain jealousy. Certainly 
Mr. Bright has done not a little of late to jus- 
tify this view of his policy. In the remarkable 
letter he has just writfen about Mr. Hare's 
scheme of Parliamentary reform, which he 
characterizes as ‘ta fad,’’ hesays: *‘ My advice 
is, ‘ Keep to the old ways,’ they are safest,” and 
further, “‘I am in favor of the Constitution 
which bas come down from our forefathers, with 
such amend.aents as circumstances and our ex- 
perience may seem to warrant.” Could a true 
blue Tory say more than that? As a matter 
of fact, in more than one point Mr. Bright is 
wholly at issue with his own party, or what 
has generally been regarded assuch. For in- 
stance, he is opposed to the extension of the 
Parliamentary franchise to women, a scheme 
which the recent Liberal Conference at Leeds 
approved by resolution by an immense ma- 
jority. This question of the female franchise 
was, he himself said long ago, a cause of dis- 
sension—or at least .difference of opinion—in 
his own family, and at Leeds, the otherday, 


bis daughter, Mrs. Bright Clarke—not Miss 
Brignt, as erroneously reported—strongly ad- 
rocated from the platform the measure which 
her father o Mr. Bright also differs 
from a large proportion ef the Radical Party 
on the temperance question, being strongly 
against the Permissive bill, and in the matter 
pt Parliamentary reform, now rapidly coming 
to the front, he is in favor of deallng with the 
extension of the franchise to the counties 
first and the redistribution of seats 
afterward, whereas many of the party 
wish to ilegislate on both together, 
and not a few would prefer to give precedence 
to the measure for the reform of the munici- 
pality of London and other items of the Gov- 
ernment programme not yet carried out.

All sorts of absurd tricks and forgeries are 
practiced in hotel Visitors’ books, but there 
cannot be a doubt that the above lines were 
composed and written by John Bright himself. 

Prince Albert Victor, the eldest son of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, has just been 
taken down to Cambridge by his father to go 
into residenee at that ancient university for 
the purpose of completing his education. The 
course to be adopted in the case of the young 
Prince, who will be 20 years of age on the sth 
of Januery next, will be somewhat different 
from that pursued with regard to the Prince 
of Wales himself when he was studying at 
Cambridge. The heir apparent never resided 
at the university, but eat a country house a 
short distance from the town, where his move- 
ments were very strictly regulated and 
watched, so much so that, impatient of the re- 
straint put upon him, the Prince, it is said, 
one day made his escape and ran up to Lon- 
don, whence he was somewhat ignominiously 
brought back. Prince Albert Victor, it ap- 
pears, is to be much more closely identifiea 
with the university and to have more liberty 
than his father. He has rooms in Neville’s 
Court, in his college, Trinity; he is not 
entered as a ‘“‘fellow-commoner,” with the 
privilege of sitting at the Fellows’ table, but as 
a “pensioner ;” that is tosay, as an ordinary 
undergraduate, and will dine simply with his 
tellow-students. Indeed, it is the particular 
wish of the Prince of Wales that his son should 
be treated with neither more nor less consider- 
ation than any other young men, just as he 
was during his training in the Britannia and 
bis cruise in the Bacchante. The views of the 
Prince of Wales with regard to the education 
of his sons are, in fact, much less strict than 
those entertained by his illustrious parents 
with ard to himself. Heevidently does not 
believe in restraining young men over-much, 
and agrees with those who think that a youth 
who, ‘allowed a little tiberty during his years 
of tuition, is less likely to sow his wild oats too 
lavishly when he obtains absolute freedom of 
ection.” Perhaps if the Prince of Wales had 
been treated in this way he would have been 
spared a good many of the troubies which he 
»*xperienced during his early manhood, but 
which, happily, he has long surmounted, until 
ne has become the most popular personage of 
his time.

authenticated case of any human being hav- 
ing attained to his hundredth year. Now, 


| with regard to the age of Sir Moses Montefiore 


there can be no question. The Jews have long 
been most precise about their records of birth, 
long before the days of baptismal entries and 
register offices, and the record of Sir Moses’s 
birth at Leghorn, in Italy, has been duly 
looked up, verified, and published as hav- 
ing taken place on the 24th of Oc- 
tober, 1784, or the Sth of November 
Jewish style. Yet as to whether it 
was the 8th or the 9th of the month there is 
some doubt. The Jewish day extends from 
sunset to sunset, and there is reason to believe 
that Sir Moses was born after sunset on the 
8th, so that, if so, the 9th of November (the 
Prince of Wales’s birthday), would really be 
the exact date. However, this is a point of 
small importance. The great Jewish philan- 
thropist, in spite of his venerable age, is said 
to be remarkably well. He is, of course, 
physically infirm, but his mind and memory 
are stated to be still fresh. He converses 
freely, and personally superintends the vast 
amount of correspondence he bas to conduct. 
He has long resided at his charming villa, 
East Cliff House, at a convenient distance 
from Ramsgate, one of the most popular and 
most odious of English watering-places, and 
frequently drives out in the neighborhood. He 
has also a town residence at No. 35 Park-lane, 
but it is long since he occupied it, Talking of 
aged men, there is a curious circumstance in 
connection with the death of the Marquis of 
Donegal, who expired on Sunday last. He 
was 86 years of age, and having left no male 
children, bis two sons having died—one in in- 
fancy and the other in early manhood—his 
title and estates go to his brother, the Very 
Rev. Lord Edward Chichester, Dean of 
Raphoe, in Ireland, who is now 83. ‘there is, 
I believe, hardly another instance of a man 
succeeding to the peerage at such a great age; 
and the new Marquis of Donegal’s heir, his 
eldest son, is already an elderly man, being 62 
years old. One peerage, indeed, contains 
many instances of longevity. ‘There are still 
living four, if not more, members of the upper 
house who were born in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, viz., the Eart of Bucking , born in 
1793; the Earl of Shadbrooke and Viscount 
Everley, (formerly Speaker of the House of 
Commons,) in 1794, and Lord Mostyre, in 
1795. 

Two new vlays—or new, at least, to London 
audiences—were produced on Saturday last. 
Of the piece presented at the St. James's 
Theatre, ‘‘Young Folk’s Ways,” by your 
country woman, Mrs. burnett, or Mr. Gillette, 
I need not say much, as it is, 1 believe, well 
known in America under the title of ‘ Es- 
meralda.” Here the critics seem to regard it 
with only moderate favor, pronouncing it to 
be a meritorious but rather unequal produc- 
tion, clever in its beginning and weak in its 
later portions. It is, however, most admira- 
bly got up and played, Mr. Hare particularily 
distinguishing himself as the old Californian 
farmer Rogers, and Mr. and Mrs. Kendal doing 
excellent service in minor parts. One of the 
most interesting features of the performance 
was the début of Miss Webster in the part of 
Esmeralda. Miss Webster is a ddaughter 
of the late veteran actor and dramatist, Mr. 
Benjamin Webster, her father being Mr. Wil- 
liam Shak e Webster, a solicitor living 
in Brunswick-square, over against the Found- 
ling Hospital. iss Webster is ‘interesting 
looking” rather than handsome, and shows de- 
cided talent. This was her first appearance 
on the public stage, but she had often acted 
in private theatricals and has been for man 
months under the tuition of Mr. Hare. It 
is thought that the part was a little too strong 
for such a novice, but that she is likely to do 
very well in Jess ambitious characters. The 
other premiére of Saturday, Mr. W. E. Right- 
on’s comedy of ‘*Hard Pr produced at the 
Strand, presents an example of a class of dra- 
matic work only too common; that is, a good 
play spoiled by professional routine. It seems 
to be an established canon of stage law that a 
comedy must be in three acts, otherwise it is 
“no good.” The result is that dramatists 
force their work, go on telling a story 
after the story is told, with the con- 
sequences of wearying and disappvoint- 
ing audiences where they began to de- 
light. Thus ‘‘Hard Up” opens capitally ; in- 
deed it has two admirable acts, full of interest 
and bright dialogue, but after the end of the 
second act it ‘* goes all to pieces,” and becomes 
dulland foolish. ‘The plot turns on the efforts 
of an old pawnbroker, an uneducated man 
who has made a fortune, to become a ** gentle- 
man” in order not to disgrace a beloved daughb- 
ter who bas been educated as a lady, and Mr. 
Righton’s development of this idea, both as 
author and actor, has the happiest effect, and 
is, in fact, a most artistic and amusing piece 
of acting. The comedy is also capitally played 
all round; indeed, so finished a performance is 
rarely seen nowadays ata first trial. But all 
is spoiled by this fatal prejudice in favor of 
three-act plays. Two acts, in this case, would 
have meant success; with three the result is 
comparative failure. 

Next Saturday Miss Mary Anderson essays 
the part of Pauline in the ‘* Lady of Lyons,” 
and rumor has it that later on she intends to 
play the heroine in Gilbert's * Pygmalion and 
Galatea.’’ The Prince and Princess of Wales 
went to see her in ‘* Ingomar” last Saturday, 
and expressed themselves delighted with her 
performance, the Princess presenting her with 
a handsome bouquet. This would seem to dis- 
pose of the silly rumor that Miss Anderson re- 
fused an invitation to meet the Prince of 
Wales. In spite of rather rough treatment 
from the critics ‘‘A Sailor and his Lass” goes 
immensely, Drury-Lane being crammed every 
night with enthusiastic audiences. By the bye, 
in the prison scene I understand that Gus 
Harris was regularly ‘‘ pinioned” by a profes- 
sional hangman who has assisted at an actual 
execution, and that this part of the play was 
got up under the eye of Mr. Smith, the Gover- 
nor of Newgate Jail, himeelf.

Ten States vote on Tuesday, Nov. 6, Con- 
necticut elects 12 members of its Senate and its 
full House of Representatives. The present Senate 
is composed of 18 Republicans and 11 Democrats, 
the House of Representatives of 188 Republicans 
and 110 Democrats, giving a Republican majority 
of 80 on jolnt ballot, 

Maryland will elect Governor, Controller, Attor- 
ney-General, and Legislature. There are but two 
tickets for State officers in the field, Hart 
Benton Holton being the Republican nomitice for 
Governor and Robert M,. MoLane the Democratic. 
The present Legislature is Democratic by 85 ma- 
jority in a total membership of 117. The present 
Governor was chosen in 1879, when the vote was: 
Gary, Republican, 68,612; Hamilton, Democrat, 
90,820. 

Massachuse‘ta will elect Governor, Licutenant- 
Governor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Attorney- 
General, Auditor, and Legislature. For State offi- 
cers there are five full tickets in the field, headed 
respectively for Governor as foliows: Republican, 
George D. Robinson; Democratic, Benjamin F. 
Butler; Greenback, Benjamin F. Butler; Straight 
Greenback, John F. Arnold; Prohibition, Charles 
Almy. Tbe vote for Governor last year, when 
Butler was elected, was as follows: Bishop, Re- 
publican, 119,007; Butler, Demoorat and Green- 
back, 183,046; Almy, Prohibition, 2,137; scat- 
tering, 198. At the same election all the 
other Republican candidates for State offi- 
cers were chosen, the vote for State Treasurer 
being: Republican, 186,886; Democratic-Greenback, 
115,487; Straight Greenback, 4,157; Prohibition, 
2,158; scattering, 83. The Legislature last chosen 
was Republican by 55 majority on joint ballot in 
a tota) membership of 269. 

Minnesota will elect Governor, Licutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Attorney- 
General, and Railroad Commissioner, and vote 
upon three proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the State, which provide (1) that the gen- 
eral elections shall be held horeafter in November 
in each even year; (2) that the Secretary of State, 
the Treasurer, and the Attorney-General shall serve 
two years and the State Auditor four years, and 
(8) fix the terms of service of the Judges and the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court and of the Judges of 
the District Court of the State. For State officers 
there are three full tickets in the field, the several 
eandidates for Governor being: Republiean, Lu- 
cius F. Hubbard, the present incumbent; Demo- 
cratic, A. Biermann; Prohibition, Charles Evans 
Holt. The vote for Governor at the last election, 
which was held in 1831, was as follows: Republl- 
can, 65,025; Democratio, 37,168; Greenback, 2,676; 
Prohibition, 708. 

Mississippi will elect both branches of its Legiala- 
ture. The present Legislature is practically unani- 
mously Democratic, the vote on joint ballot being 
18 Republicans, 2 Greenbackers, 4 Independent 
Democrats, and 185 Democrats. 

Nebraska will elect a Justice of the Supreme 
Court and Regents of the State University. For 
Judge the Republicans have nominated M. B. 
Reese and the Democrats James W. Savage, and 
the Anti-Monopolists have indorsed the latter. 
The vote of the State for Governor last year was: 
Dawes, Republican, 48,495; Morton, Democrat, 
28,569; Ingersoll, Anti-Monopoly, 16,991; scatter- 
ing, 20. 

New-Jersey will elect Governor, part of the 
Senate, and the fall House of Representatives. 
Thirteen members of the last Senate—7 Repub- 
licans and 6 Democrats—hold over. Eight are to 
be elected. For Governor the Republicans have 
nominated Jonathan Dixon, the Democrats Leon 
Abbett, the Greenbackers Benjamin Urner, and 
tne Probibitionists Solomon Parsons. The vote of 
the State for Governor at the last election, which 
was held in 1880, was as follows: Potts, Republi- 
can, 121,015; Ludlow, Democrat, 121,666; Hoxey, 
Greenbaok, 2,759; Ransom, Prehibition, 195. The 
Legislature last chosen bad in the Senate 12 Re- 
publicans and 9 Democrats, and in the House 25 
Republicans and 35 Democrats, giving a Demo- 
cratic majority of 7 on joint ballot. 


New-York will elect Secretary of State, Control- 
ler, Treasurer, Attorney-General, Engineer and 
Surveyor, and both branches of the Legislature, 
and vote upon a proposition to abolish contract 
labor from the State prisons. The vote of the State 
for Governor last year was: Folger, Republi- 
can, 842,464; Cleveland, Democrat, 535,318; 
Howe, Greenback, 11,974; Hopkins, Pro- 
hibition, 2,578; blank and scattering, %,355. 
The vote for Judge of the Court of Appeals at 
the same election was: Andrews, Republican, 
409,422; Ruger, Democrat, 482,822; McParlin, Green- 
back, 10,527; Hammond, Prohibition, 16,284;

THE OPERATIONS OF THE INTER- 
NAL REVENUE SERVICE. 

HOW MUCH EXPENSES HAVE BEEN REDUCED 
BY CONSOLIDATION—THE DECREASE IN 
RECEIPTS, 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The annual report 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue says: 
“The President, by an executive order, dated June 
25, 1883, directed the consolidation of certain of the 
collection districts. The order was subseauently 
modified on different dates. As modified it has 
been tully carried into effect, except that in the 
State of Wisconsin, (as to which the final order of 
modification was not made until the 13th day of 
October, 1883,) Collector Irving M. Bean, of the 
new First District, to be composed of the First 
and Third Districts, has not as yet been put in 
charge. Assoon as his new bond is approved the 
consolidated district will be formally transferred 
to him and the executive order will have been 
fully executed. Before the order of June 25, 1883, 
was issued there were 126 Collectors and collection 
districts. When the work of consolidation is com- 


pleted in the Wisconsin district there will be only 
88 Collectors and collection distriets, a reduction 
of 43. The estimated annual saving to the Gov- 
ernment by the reduction is $125,000. 

In regard to the reductions of taxation, Mr. 
Evans says it is estimated that the aggregate 
amount of these reductions will not be less 
than $43,000,000 per annum, including $6,000,- 
000 tax on the capital and deposits of na- 
tional banks, paid directly—to;the Treasurer 
of the United States. While this is so, it is also 
estimated that the increased revenue from dis- 
tilled spirits for the current year will so augment 
receipts from that source as to make the aggregate 
receipts for this year at least $120,000,000 should 
there he no further change in the internal revenue 
laws. The total receipts from all sources of inter- 
nal reyenue taxation for the fiscal year ended 
June 20. 1883, were $144,553,844, as compared with 
$146,523,278 for the year 1882, and $135,229,912 for 
the year 1881. During the first three months of the 
current fiscal year the aggregate receipts from the 
several objects of taxation were $29,671,178, being 
a decrease of $7,926,401 from the receipts of the 
corresponding period in the previous fiscal year, 

‘No extensive frauds are being perpetrated upon 
the Government by persons required to pay inter- 
nal revenue taxes. While it is impossible in this 
branch of the public service, as in any other, en- 
tirely to prevent violations and evasions of the 
law, still it is confidently believed that these vio- 
lations are neither very frequent nor very in- 
jurious to the revenue. Evidence aecumulates 
daily that even in those portions of the 
country where at one period it was not regarded 
as nage ae ron to resort to any device to defeat 
the collection of internal revenue, there Is a 
healthy change of public sentiment, and it it not 
difficult to secure the conviction of the guilty. I 
am well satisfied that no extensive organization 
exists anywhere in the country whose object is to 
defraud the Government of its internal revenue. 
While these general statements are true, it is 
ogee true that not only have persons been guilty 
of misdemeanors, but they have not hesitated 
to commit the gravest crimes in resisting the inter- 
nal revenue officers in their efforts to discharge 
their duties. A case in point was the murder of 
Deputy Collector henry F. Walker, who was shot 
and killed by David Fraley, in Stanley County, N. 
C., Feb. 10, 1883, while attempting to seize a distil- 
lery illicitly operated. This office has used every 
exertion to aid the District Attorney in prosecut- 
ing this vase, and it is expected that when it 
comes to trial the result will be the conyic- 
tion of the prisoner (Fraley) of willfal murder.” 
The Commissioner suggests that Congress be re- 
quested to enact a statute fixing the limitation for 
the prosecution of offenses against the revenue 
laws at a much less period than five years, as now 
provided by law, except in cases where the accused 
places himself beyond the jurisdiction of the court 
ofthe district where the offense was committed. 
“T am informed,” he says, ‘*‘ by Judges of tne 
United States District Courts that in nearly every 
instance where a conviction has been secured, the 
offense was committed within two years before 
the indictment was found. Cases older than two 
years are almost invariably lost by the Govern- 
ment. It is also very difficult in such cases to pre- 
Vent abuses wheroby the costs of prosecution are 
increased, and, ultimately, the ends of justice de- 
feated. I am of the opinion that a shorter period 
of limitation would be much better in many ways 
and greatiy lessen the expense of such prosecu- 
tions to the Government. Indeed, I have been 
strongly urged to recommend a proclamation of 
general amesty to all persons who have retailed 
distilled spirits without the payment of a special 
tax {and to all persons who have operated small 
distilleries without registering the same and com- 

lying with other laws and regulations. This view 
surged by its advocates upon the ground thata 
large aumber of those thus engaged are desirous 
of abandoning their unlawful practices, but, hay- 
ing long been violators of the law, they see no 
special inducement to leave off if, at any time, 
they are to be arrested for what was done within 
five years.” 

During the fiseal year, 927 violations of law have 
been reported by revenue agents, 446 persons have 
been arrested on their information, property to 
the value of $91,401 has been reported by them for 
seizure and for assessment for unpaid taxes, and 
panes amounting to $294,912 have been reported 

ythem. Thirty-seven railroad and income cases 
for collection of back taxes under laws repealed 
have been examined by agents under special 
assignment. The amount of taxes received from 
railroad cases during the last fiscal year, which had 
been examined and reported upon by agents in 
previous years is $161,042. There were 397 Illicit 
stills seized, 1,635 _ were arrested, and one 
employe was killed. 

The Commissioner says: “By reference to 
the reports of former years it will be seen 
that illicit distillation in the country has been 
greatly reduced within five years. The report 
of the last fiscal year encourages me to be- 
lieve that by continuing the firm, energetic, and 
impartial enforcement of the laws which now pre- 
vails, with such leniency to offenders as circum- 
stances may seem to justify, this great evil may be 
further reduced. Itistoo much to expect that it 
can be wholly eradicated.’ Below will be found a 
statement of the number of stills seized and cas- 
ualties to officers and employes engaged in the 
suppression of illicit distillations for the last five 
years:

The Commissioner’s estimates for expenses of 
the Internal Revenue Service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1885, aggregate $4,999,190. The 
number of check and proprietary stamps canceled 
because of the repeal of the stamp duty on checks 
and proprietary articles from June 15 to Oct. 
29 was 10,868,122, representing in value $207,262. 
The number of packages of stamps received prior 
to Aug. 1 and now remeining on hand is 1,698, con- 
taining 2,407,748 stamps of the value of $48,154. As 
nearly as can be ascertained about 1,000,000 of 
these stamps were presented for cancellation and 
return. The number of packages received from 
Aug. 1to date is about 1,800, or about 5,000,000 
stamps, valued at about $100,000. These cases 
have been recorded and numbered and the claims 
for redemption filed, but no action has been taken 
onthem. The amount required for redeeming all 
these stamps received to date Will be about $350,000. 
The collections from tobacco for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1883, were $42,104,249. In this 
amount are included taxes imposed upon import- 
ed manufactured tobacco, snuff, and cigars, in ad- 
dition to Customs duties; the taxes imposed on do- 
mestic manufactured tobacco, snuff, and cigars; 
the special taxes paid by manufacturers of tobac- 
co, snuff, and olgars; the special taxes paid by 
dealers in leaf and dealers in manufactured 
tobacco, and it also includes the receipt of 
money for export stamps sold to exporters of to- 
bacco. ‘ihe collections from the several sources 
above named for the last fiscal year are less than 
those of the fiscal year immediately preceding by 
the sum of $5,287,729. Tne increase in production 
of manufactured tobacco, cigars, &o, during the 


last fiscal year was 9,159,497 pounds; increase in | 


production of cigars and cigarettes, 284,599,004, Of 
this increase 186,284,977 were cigars and 98,364,027 
cigarettes. The report in a review of the tobaceo 
tax contains figures which show that the reduction

tion of revenue from tobacco during the next fiscal 
year of at least $25,000,000. : 

In regard to the use of alcoholic vapor in the 
manufacture of vinegar, Commissioner Evans 
says: “It seems to me that further legislation 
should be bad relative to the coneession made to 
the manufacturers of vinegar by the act of Maroh 
1, 1879, which permits this class of manufacturers 
to separate the alcoholic property from fer- 
mented mash, wort, or wash, and to use 
the same in the production of vine- 
gar. This privilege is ene which presents 
to unscrupulous persons a constant temptation 
together with sufficient opportunity to engage in 
the illicit production of spirits, while its abuse is 
exceedingly difhoult to prevent or to detect. owing 
to the ‘want of proper safeguards. As the law 
stands the anomaly is presented of one class of 
manufacturers using alcohol In their business who 
are allowed to make their own alcohol without 
supervision or control, while the distillers, who 

roduce alcohol for use in all other trades and 

inds of manufacture are watched with constant 
care and subjected to mgid restrictions. In my 
opinion safeguards to the revenue which experi- 
ence has demonstrated to be indispensable in the 
one case cannot be omitted with safety in the 
other. I would urgently recommenc that this 
privilege be withdrawn.”

The value of the silver coin- 
age was $28,835,470, of which $23,111,119 was in 
standard silver dollars. During the year a large- 
demand arose for dimes and 7,175,119 pieces were 
coined at the mintin Philadelphia. The demand 
for minor coins continued urgent and 20,455,498 
five-cent pleces and 40,467,419 one-cent pieces were 
struck and issted. In addition to tne coinage op- 


erations bars (for depositors and for transmission 
to the mints) were made, pripetpaliy at New-York, 
to the value of $26,819,807, of which $18,269,205 was 
in gold and $8,050,602 in silver. Gold bars were ex- 
changed for cointo the amount of $5,173,965 at 
New-York and $187,541 at Philadelphia. 
Under the provisions of the act of 1878, requiring 
the coinage of $2.000,000 worth of silver buflion per 
month, $154,270,899 was coined prior to Oet. 1, and 
that amount, together with the $81,000,000 of frac- 
tional silver in the country, making a grand total 
of $285,000,000, is, in the judgment of the Director 
of the Mint, in excess of the uirements for 
silver circulation. This, he remarks, is apparent 
from the fact that there are in the vaults of 
the Treasury 39,000,000 standard silver dollars 
over and above the outstanding silver certifi- 
cates, and in addition to nearly $27,000,000 in 
fractional silver coin, a total of $66,000,000. The 
Director adds: ‘ My views in regard to the policy 
of further continnion the coinage of silver doliars 
were expressed in my report two years ago and 
remain unchanged. While believing that the 
equal coinage of both metals by all nations is 
desirable, in order to give greater stability to the 
values of commodities and credits, yet in view 
ef our inability to continue the increase of our 
silver circulation at the present rate with- 
out ultimately expelling a large portion ef 
the present stock of gold, as well as of the waning 
a for the co-operation of leading commercial 
nations in securing the general use of silver 
and its unlimited coinage as money, and of 
the present abundant paper and increasing gold 
circulation in this country, the question again pre- 
sents itself for consideration of. legislators, 
whether the law directing the monthly coinage of 
not less than $2,000,000 worth of silver bullion into 
standard dollars should not be modified or re- 
pealed.”’ At the beginning of the fiscal year the 
mints had on hand 35,365,672 standard dollars, the 
coinage amounted to $28,111,119, and at the close 
ofthe year there were remaining in the mints 


The Director recommends that the coinage of 
the gold doliar and of the three-cent nickel piece 
be discontinued. The gold dollar has been found 
too small for ordinary monetary use, and is virtu- 
ally out of cirenlation. The only calls for many 
years upon the mints for this coin have been for 
cabinet specimens, or by jewelers for conversion 
into personal ornaments. The three-cent nickel 
piece has never been a popular coin, and the num- 
ber in the Treasury bas remained largely in excess 
of the demands for circulation. It was originally 
authorized by the act of 1851, reducing the rate of 
letter postage to 3 cents, and as now the letter 
postage is 2cents the necessity for its coinage tor 
postage purposes no longer exists. The repeal of 
the act authorizing the coinage of the trade dollar 
is also recommended A considerable number had 
probably gone into circulation prior to its demone- 
tization in 1876, and probably from 5,000,000 to 
7,000,000 are now held in the country, mostly in the 
mining and marufacturing regions of Pennsyl- 
vania and in the viginity of New-York. While the 
United States has incurred no legal liability, never- 
theless, by the act of the Gevernment these coins 
were at first put into circulation and given com- 
pulsory currency, and many remainin the hands 
of those who can ill-afford to suffer from the de- 
preciation. He says it would therefore seem to bea 
only an act of justice to them to permit these 
coins to besent fothe mints and exchanged for 
other silver coins into which they could be profita- 
bly recoined. 

The production of goid for the current calendar

DEATH OF EX-CONSUL GERRISH. 
From the Boston Journal, Nov. 8. 

The Hon. Benjamin Gerrish, of Dover, N. 
H., died suddenly in Boston on Friday of pneu- 
monia at the age of 46. He received an academic 
education in that city, and at an early age was 
eleqted. Assistant Clerk of the New-Hampshire 
House of Representatives. From that time until 
1881 he gwas constantly in public office. He was 


also Clerk of the Legislature, Representative from 
Dover, Deputy Secretary of State, and Secretary 
of State. Mr. Gerrish was also private secretary 
to Gov. Stearns, both while he was chief Exeou- 
tive and afterward in railroad affairs. In 1869 he 
was appointed by President Grant, Consul of the 
United States at Nantes, France, which position he 
beld four years. During a portion of the Franco- 
Prussian war he acted as temporary Consul 
of the German Empire. There were many German 
prisoners sick from contagious diseases at Nantes, 
and with heroic devotion Consul Gerrish visited 
them frequently and faithfully looked after their 
wants. For that service and other equally impor- 
tant duties he received from the Ambassador of 
the German Empire a .aost gracious acknowledg- 
ment. Mr. Gerrish visited Paris on the cay the 
treaty of —_ was signed, where he was recog- 
nized by the Germun King and saluted by the Ger- 
man troops, while a Prussian band played an 
American air in his honor. Tne German press 
published acknowledgments of Mr. Gerrish’s ser- 
vices, and it was officially stated that his name 
was known and honored throughout Germany for 
bis kindness to prisoners of war. In 1873 Mr. Ger- 
rish was made Consul at Bordeaux, Franve, which 
office he filled for eight years: Since returning to 
this country he has staid most of the time in 
Concord, New-Ycrk City, and Washington. He 
was unmarried, and leaves one sister in Boston 
and one in Philadelphia.

HOW THE COLOR-BLIND SEE COLORS 
a ee 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


In my address before the American Board 
of Steam Navigation at the Metropolitan Hotel! 
on Wednesday evening, Oet. 24,1 explained and 
illustrated some well-known facts in relation 
to color-blindness and signal lights which if the 
writer of the article ‘ Color-blindness” in your 
Oct. 26 issue had heard and seen he would not 
have criticised as he did. The press were right 
in reporting me as saying that the color-blind see 
red and green as gray. As your writer says that 
this “ is a grave mistake,” I must ask you to allow 
me an opportunity to show your readers that I am 
sgientifically and practically correct. lt is, in truth, 
a fact as well recognized now as color-blindness 


itself. We can, of course, gain no notion of now 
colors affect the color-blind by asking him the names 
of the colors. We can, however, ascertain what 
the effect is by asking him to place together what 
roduces the same sensation on his eye or brain. 
o this they respond, as did the case I used for 
illustration, by placing together reds, greens, and 
grays. Or, if asked to select green, they wili pick 
out gray, &c. This, therefore, shows that red and 
green do not give them any sensation of color, 
since a m!xture of black and white, namely gray. 
corresponds to them. Gray, in its shades 
black to white, is simply so mueh light and aaerk. 
We speak of it aea color in ordinary language, 
quite forgetting that it is not inthe spectrum. A 
person totally color-biind, that is, one to whom the 
three primary colors, red, green,-and violet, give 
no feeling other than light and dark, will also see 
gray, as it is simply light and dark. The coior- 
blind judge the colors they are blind to simply by 
their intensity, hence what has the same degree of 
brightness, viz., gray, resembles them. On any 
color chart now introduced into the British public 
schools for the primary education of the normal 
eolor sense there isa row of graysin fine shades. 
A littie color-blind boy the other day in my office 
saw the chart on the table and, pointing to this 
row of grays, said, quite excitedly, "Oh, mamma, 
what beautiful reds.” This at once revealed to 
me what Ihad not had oceasion to asce 
namely, that he was color-blind. What pl 
his eye, upon which a similar row of shaded reds 
had the same effect, was the gradation in intensity, 
to whicb the color-blind become very sensitive. 
Your writer says: ‘ Precisely how colors a 
pear to the color-blind it is, of course, im ib 
for any one to know—as impossible as it is for 
person born deaf to understand what the blast 
a trumpet resembies.” Our present methods of 
testing had convinced experts as to the color-blind 
feeling their defective colors as gray, but this {s 
now absolutely proved by the very best observers 
testing the cases of monocular, color blindness 
that have been discovered the last few years. Such 
persons are dumfounded py the ce ristic 
mistakes their color-blind eye eauses them to make, 
which mistakes their normal eye sees as we do. 
Hence these persons can tell us just how the colors 
appear to their color-blind eye. The careful stady 
and analysis of such cases already recorded prove 
that we are correct in our assumption as to how 
colors affect those with defective chromatic sense. 
We must remember that the defect varies in de- 


gree. 

The color-blind cannot see color where it does not 
exist, as in an engraVing, which is simpiy light and 
shade. Of course, if he is red and green blind, 
the shaded lines will produce the same effect on 
his eye as red and green lines. The shaded lines 
on the nt cannot have the same effeet on 
his eye as biue lines, unless he is violet-blind. In 
sueh (very rare) eases blue, gray, and yellow look 
alike. Shaded lines in black and white cannot 
give color to a eolor-blind eyeany morethan to a 
normal eye; they can and do resemble what we 
feel as colored lines, and, henge, it proves that 
colored lines or colors look to them gray or gray- 
ish in proportion to the amount of their defect 
and in proportion to the depth of the pigment. 

Your writer says: ‘‘ The whole subject is as yet 
very imperfectly understood, even by the best 
physicians.” This is in one sense very true. Physi- 
cians do not know anything about color-blindness, 
and have no oceasion to. It must also be granted 
tbat very few specialists are any better informed, 
since but a very few have made it a study. It 
must not be gathered, however, that the subject 
has not been studied. Some ophthalmic surgeons 
and many of the highest physicists and physiolo- 
gists have given, and are giving, great attention to 
the study of the colorsense. In proof I woaid refer 
to the 40 solid pages of bibliography in the last 
edition of my manual on ‘'Color-blindness, its 
Dangers and its Detection,’’ now adopted byj the 
United States Government, the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road, and the Boston School Boara. 

Your writer says: *‘ The one thing that is well 
established is that a color-blind person eannot dis- 
tinguish between red and green, and that hence 
red and green should not be used as signals on 
land or sea.”” After yeara of labor to prove the 
first part of the statement, it is a relief to find it 
finally admitted. It is, however, rather disheart- 
ening, after all that has been said and shown Db: 
those at work in their studies both here an 
abroad, as well as the practica! results on the sea 
and the railroads, to find in your columns editorial 
suggestions that red and green shoula be given up 
and white and biue substituted. This is a little 
siip which I must give yourreaders the credit of 
having mentally corrected. It shows me, however, 
that 1 must, when discussing the subject publicly, 
still show practically, as I did the Board of Na < 
tion, the uselessness of attempting to change t 
signals by other color or by form. I devote a spe- 
elal chapter to this in my manual, to which I would 
call your readers’ attention, as also to the pub- 
lished report of my paper before the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology on March 30 last. 

Your writer says: *‘Most of the men who are 
now properly kept out of the navy and merchant 
service because they cunnot tell red from green 
could at once distinguish a blue light from a white 
one, and in view of this fact it would be wise to 
substitute white and blue for red and green in sig- 
nal flags and signal lights." Now, about 4 per cent. 
of males are more or less color-blind, while oniy 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. of females are th 
affected. For the benefit of this 4 per cent. o 
males it would be rather hard on the other 96 per 
cent. to take away their best means of instantly 
distinguishing safety and danger, port and star- 
board. Ina word, we are now using two of the 
three primary colors, red and green. It is simply 
esaienly impossiple to use the other, violet or 

me. on has been so frequently practically illus- 
trated. 

One would gather from what your writer says 
that the color-blind are kept out of the merehant 
service. This, unfortunately, is not the case. The 
only law existing is that United States pilots must 
be tested for color-blindness. State pilots be 
as blind to color as the one who mistook a for 
a black buoy and lost the City of Austin on Fer- 
pardina Bar. No test of eyesight is required of 
even United States pilots, and no test of any sind 
as to form or color perception of masters, mates, 
or sailors. It was only by the utmost efforts that 
I induced some test of pilots, and it required still 
more effort to prevent the regulations, now ad 
mitted as necessary, from being reseinded in fayoi 
of the 4 per cent. defective. 

Of course, international regulations and stand. 
Such can 
only be established by an international commis- 
sion, a billfor which has twice been reported to 
Congress by the Committee on Naval Affairs. 
Other vountries await our action. Public_opipion 
alone ean force Congress to act as recontmended 
by this committee and the heads of departments, 
and so many scientific and other bodies here and 
abroad, and finally by the American Board of 
Steam Navigation.

EDWIN ARNOLD'S NEW VOL — 
m the Sanskrit of The 
Prine aT a a Boen’ haba 
BroTHERs. 1853. 
“The present volume,”’ writes Mr. Edwin 
1d—who, by the way,is not brother or re- 
ae to Mr. Matthew Arnold—“ contains such 
translations as I have from time to time made 
putof this prodigious epic (The Mah&bhar- 
ata) which is seven-fold greater in bulk than 
the “Iliad” and “Odyssey” taken together. All 
the stories here extracted are new to English 
literature with the exception of a few pas- 
sages of the Savitri and the ‘ Nala and Damay- 


anti,’ which was long ago most faithfully ren- 
dered by Dean Miiman.’”’ Theexception seems 
unim’ t as we read the preface, but on 
the contents of Mr Arnold’s new 
batch of translations from the Sanskrit, we 
find that “‘Nala and Damayanti” occupies 
more than one-half of the book. Any one 
who has read Dean Millman’s translation will 
look for something unusually good in a rival, 
will demand it, in fact, as a necessary reason 
for a new translation. And the opening lines 
of Mr. Arnold’s version will perhaps make 
them value higher the sober, unpretentious 
rendering by the Dean.

This sing-song metre, over whose easy rhythm 
Mr. Arnold seems to have no mastery, is pres- 
ently exchanged for a short blank verse of the 
most anxious kind that makes one long vet 
more for the translation by Dean Milman, 
although, 1f we are to believe Mr. Edwin 
Arnold, that rendering ‘*seems better adapted 
to aid the student than adequately to repro- 
duce the swift march of narrative and Old 
World charm of the Indian tale.” If Dean 
Milman’s was not adequate, still less is Mr. 
Arnold's. “The sober, solid, and pretty close 
rendering of the Vean reflected much more 
exactly the even and weighty slokas of the 
Mahabharata in which the adventures of the 

bling monarch and his chaste wife are re- 
ated: than do Mr. Arnold’s clumsy lines, In 
seeking after liveliness Mr. Arnold has lost 
sight of the big, easy swing of the MahAbhfarata. 
He mimics the smoot reins gait of 
the elephant by the trot of a_ cob. 
And though ‘“‘The Light of Asia” showed 
that he could infuse much of the local color of 
the Orient into English verses, the talent which 
marks that book and toa less degree the ‘‘ In- 
dian Song of Songs’’ appears to have deserted 
him in this instance as completely as it did re- 
cently in ‘‘ Pearls of the Faith; or, Islam's 
Rosary.’’ But this is considering Mr. Arnold 
asatranslator only. There is another way of 
looking at his work—what may be called the 
popular way. Defective as he is, there are 
comparatively few who will notice these de- 
fects; he sets out to popularize Indian poetry, 
and his books are issued at popular prices. 
Perhaps it is asking too much that he should 
give well-pondered, scholarly, and poetical 
renderings when the horde of the unfastidious 
call for quantity rather than quality, and 
are much more interested in the story 
he reports than the fineness of his 
methods. Viewed in this aspect, Mr. 
Arnold is possibly a benefactor, unless it 
should turn out that men capable of really fine 
work in the same field should be deterred 
hereafter from publishing (or rather pub- 
lishers deterred from accepting from them) 
better translations, owing to the presence of 
an inferior article in the market. It is to be 
further said that the United States, more than 
other countries, 1s in danger from hasty work 
of this sort, since the tendency on this side of 
the Atlantic in all forms of art is to produce 
work without sufficient deliberation and to en- 
courage the inferior cheap worker at the ex- 
pense of slower but more masterly talents. As 
far as contents are concerned, the readers to 
whom these Indian stories are new need not 
fear that Mr. Arnold’s book will be unprofit- 
able. The story of Nala and Damayanti is one 
of the most delightful in any literature, 
composed, as it is, of fairy stories, enchant- 
ments, scenes from Indian landscape and old 

Indian court life, and no small share of human 
nature. ‘The Birth of Death” is very curi- 
ous, particularly for the conception of death 
as a very beautiful woman, as if it were an 
Indian echo of the woman-sha winged fig- 
ures common on old sarcophagi in lands about 
the Mediterranean. The petition of the new- 
ly created Mrityu that she be not charged 
with the destruction of life is very touching: 

“Hearing Mahddev’s prayer,"’ quoth Narada 

‘The awful Brahma gave consent, and drew 
Back to Himeelf that earth-devouring flame. 

Then He who maketh and unmaketh worlds 
spake of the making and unmaking,—how 
Phe purpose groweth so. And when the fire 
Was wholly quenched, and all His spirit still, 

Lo! Brahms meditated, and there rose, 

Live from His thought, a presence feminine,— 
Delicate, tender, splendid, with great eyes. 

Dark the sweet face was, dark the stately limbs;

Sa- 
rah Churchill, the vivacious and often 
witty young English ‘‘ belle,” is as much more 
daring and devil-may-care than her Ameri 
sister, the much-bewritten ‘‘flirt,” than 
Watson, the female British bore, is more in- 
tolerable than the female bore of the United 
States. Both are close to caricature, particu- 
larly Miss Watson, who is used as an unfail- 
ing method of breaking off the tender passages 
between Belinda and the young man who loves 
her. One has to exercise much good nature 
in excusing Miss Broughton for violation of

In bringing about this result Mayor Low 
employed precisely the methods which he 
has used in every department of the city’s 
affairs. He simply examined the matter 
carefully and candidly, ascertained as nearly 
as he could the powers and responsibilities 
of all concerned, and brought to bear upon 
them his official influence and the force of 
public opinion. He did in this what he has 
done in all other things, and what he is do- 
ing now—he appealed frankly to the peo- 
ple who intrusted him with his office, rec- 
ognizing their right to as complete knowl- 
edge ascould be given in regard to their 
own business, and considering no one’s 
interest but theirs.

it. The New-York ‘‘boodle”’ can be held 
from year to year by selling out national and 
State candidates, so long as the patient peo- 
ple of this City allow themselves to be gov- 
erned by men whom they would not like to 
encounter in the street on a dark night. 


LESS MONEY FOR PENSIONS. 


The officers of the several departments in 
Washington are now preparing estimates of 
expenses for the next fiscal year, and the 
Commissioner of Pensions will ask for $40,- 
000,000. It 1s announced that in his opin- 
ion this sum will be sufficient for pension 
payments during the year ending June 30, 
1885. There must be something deceptive 
and misleading about the work of the Pen- 
sion Office. One year and a half ago 
Commissioner DupLEy reported to Con- 
gress that the pension expenses for the year 
1883 would probably be $100,000,000; that 
for the year 1884 they would rise to $150,- 
000,000, and that for the year 1885, for 
which the estimate of $40,000,000 is now 
made, it would probably be necessary to 
appropriate $100,000,000. At that time he 
was asking for about 1,000 additional clerks, 
and these were given to him. But the 
actual expenses of the Pension Office 
have fallen far below the _ esti- 
mates then made. In the year end- 
ing on June 380, 1882, the payments 
amounted to $61,000,000, and in the follow- 
ing year, which came to an end four months 
ago, they were only $66,000,000, instead of 
$100,000,000. Thus far this year the Com- 
missioner has require only $18,700,000, so 
that his expenses have been at the rate of 
$56,000,000 for the year, instead of $150,- 
000,000. Congress has promptly honored 
his estimates, and at the end of the last fiscal 
year $39,000,000 of the annual appropria- 
tion remained unexpended. 


For two years the pension payments have 
amounted to about one-third of the national 
expenses, excluding interest on the public 
debt. Although the Commissioner may 
have made erroneous estimates, he seems to 
have taken a deep interest in his work, and 
to have labored faithfully to serve both the 
Government and the pensioners. Less 
than two years ago it was esti- 
mated in an _ official table, prepared 
in the Pension Office, that the annual 
cost of pensions would not fall below $40,- 
000,000 until 1896. If no more than that 
sum shall be required in the next fiscal year, 
that calculation was ten years out of the way. 
The unexpected reduction has been caused, 
it is said, by a more thorough examination 
of pending cases and the effective use of a 
larger force of employes. 

If only $40,000,000 are to be required for 
pensions next year, this unforeseen reduc- 
tion of expenses will be a very substantial 
argument in favor of cutting down those 
taxes that are most burdensome, for the sur- 
plus revenue that may amount to $100,- 
000,000 this year will exceed that sum in 
the fiscal year 1885. 

THE ST. LOUIS RING.

The 
reports made by this Grand Jury, supported 
as they are by evidence already made public, 
as well as by other evidence known only to 
the jurors and the witnesses who appeared 
before them, seem to demand his impeach- 
ment.

INJUNOTIONS AND OPERA, 

Judge O’Gorman has decided that Col. 
MaPLEson is not entitled to an injunction 
against Mme. Lapiacne because that ac- 
complished contralto, suffering from an em- 
barrassment of contracts, has chosen to 
keep her contract with Mr. Assey rather 
than her contract with himself. ‘I'he con- 
tract, says Judge O’Gorman, provides its 
own penalty for a failure to keep it, and 
the remedy of Col. Mapueson is to recover 
this penalty from the peccant contralto if he 
can. 

This is so obviously rational that laymen 
will be as much astonished to hear that it is 
good law as Col. Maprieson will be 
grieved by that discovery. What would 
really suit his purpose would be a proceed- 
ing in the nature of a replevin to recover 
possession of all the desirable members of 
Mr. ABBEY’s company who had prudently 
made contracts with himself to cover the dan- 
ger that Mr. AsBey might not offer them bet- 
ter terms; but his counsel probably advised 
him that that would not work. The two great 
engines of American law, as Lord Coxs- 
RIDGE no doubt discovered during his 
American tour, are the injunction and the 
mandamus. With these two implements a 
stock operator who numbers in his list of 
friends a few amiable and affable Judges 
can do almost anything. Indeed, a man 
must be very hard to please who requires 
anything more than a process to compel 
people to do what he likes and to re- 
Strain them from doing what he 
does not like. And Ccl. Mapieson 
may have thought that, asa matter of pub- 
lic policy, the interests of lyric art were as 
much entitled as the interests of stock gam- 
bling to be carried on, in the beautiful 
language of the cheerful Coxe, ‘under 
the protection of the law and in the glad- 
some light of jurisprudence.”’ A manda- 
mus to compel everybody to sing for Col. 
MapLeson, and an injunction to prevent 
anybody from singing for Mr. Assey, 
would, no doubt, have met Col. Mapie- 
son’s views of exact justice and of the 
true interests of Italian opera. 


Unfortunately, operatic managers walk in 
the shade, while stock gamblers are illumi- 
nated with the gladsome light of jurispru- 
dence. Col. Mapieson mistook either his 
law or his Judge, and, indeed, Mr. Anpry 
seems to have rather the advantage if the 
operatic controversy should be adjourned to 
the courts. Among his patrons are all the 
eminent stock gamblers, who now for the 
first time in their lives find themselves 
in the position of ‘“‘innocent stock- 
holders.’’ Mr. Gouxp, for example, who 
is the foremost living expert in the use of 
the injunction, and who would be likelier 
than any other person to put the mandamus 
on a business basis, could put Mr. ApBry 
up to more new and startling uses of these 
ancient legal weapons than Col. MarLEson 
ever heard of. But it is to be feared 
that the courts will not comprehend the 
public importance of Italian opera, so 
as to stretch either the prerogative writ of 
mandamus.or the common injunction be- 
yond their ordinary uses to oblige the man- 
agers. Italiam- opera is a delicate exotic 
and needs a peculiar tenderness of treatment 
which our courts do not seem disposed to 
extend to it. Where it really flourishes it is 
sustaincd by liberal Government  subsi- 
dies, which it- is to be apprehended 
Mr. Houtman, of Indiana, might op- 
pose if it ‘were proposed to provide 
them in this country. -We take our subsidies 
in the form of River and Harbor bills. But 
opera is also sustained in such capitals as 
St. Petersburg, Berlin, and Paris by sum- 
mary processes of dealing with singers who 
refuse to keép their contracts which are 
alien to the genius of our law, and the re- 
fusal of Judge O’GorMaN to help on the 
good cause with an injunction bodes ill for 
the future of the lyric drama in this 
Metropolis. 


There’ was another disastrous failure of 
the ‘‘grip’’ on the Brooklyn bridge railway 
last Saturday night, when a collision oc- 
curred and four cars were seriously shat- 
tered. These costly experiments of work- 
ing a cew-fangled and entirely unique grip 
may be interesting to the experimenters who 
may have axes of their own to grind, but 
the public, whose use of the bridge is cur- 
tailed, and whose taxes are increased by the 
repeated failures of the ‘‘new system’’ to 
work smoothly, has a right to grumble. 


A somewhat remarkable letter has been 
published in New-Orleans by a Democratic 
anti-ring candidate for office, who .com- 
plains that he is fighting against men who 
are supplied with money by a lottery com- 
pany. Not unnaturally, the candidate, 
whose opponents are the McEnery cabal, 
asks why a lottery concern should become 
an important factor in Louisiana politics. 
If the assertions cf Gen. OGDEN are founded 
on fact and he is really opposed by the iil- 
gotten gains of lottery-dealers, everybody 
will wish him success in his efforts to over- 
throw so corrupt a system, even as he boasts 
has ‘‘overthrown radicalism’’ in his 
State.

ECHOES OF OLD WORLD NEWS. 


The increase in the number of Spaniards 
living in France is constant, though rather small, 
from year to year. Thirty years ago they num- 
bered only 29,700 in a total of 379,289 foreigners in 
France. Fifteen years later they numbered 32,650. 
For the year 1882 the figures are 73,781, of whom 
41,450 are men and 32,381 women. In Marseilles 
the number has fluctuated strangely. In 1825 that 
city contained only 50 Spaniard families, in 1851 it 
contained 1.046 Spaniards, in 1861 it had 8,025, but 
in 1866 the number fell to 4,189. 


One of the London newspapers recently 
said that in 1880 the whole staff of the Fall Mall 
Gazette migrated to another office, and statements 
to that effeet were certainly made at the time Mr. 
Greenwood went out and founded the S/. James's 
Gazette, But the Pall Mall now rises to say “‘ there 
is not a particle of truth” in the recent statement. 
Anditadds: ‘“ With a single ‘ anti-Radical’ excep- 
tion every living writer of any eminence who con- 
tributed to our columns before May, 1880, has also 
contributed to them since that date.” 

It is reported from Rome that the authori- 
ties at the Propaganda are seriously uneasy re- 
specting the fate of their missionaries in the far 
East in consequence of recent political events. 
They have accordingly sent out to the Vicars 
Apostolical special instructions for exact informa- 
tion with a view to making fresh representations 
to European Governments whieh are thought to be 
capable of influencing matters. Meanwhile new 
and experienced missionaries are being sent out 
from Rome. 

Last year Mr. W. F. Sutton, a Scotchman 
living in London, rode 222 miles on a bicycle in one 
day. Asthis distance has been beaten since then 
by three gentlemen, Mr. Sutton has made a second 
attempt to acquire the long-distance record, and 
he has succeeded. He started from Wood-green, 
and rode to Worksop, in Nottinghamshire, (13944 
miles,) returning to Kneesal, (15134,) and then 
going by Tuxford (15734) to Retford. (165,) where 
he turned, and rode as far south as Tempsford, in 
Bedfordshire, completing 25834 miles, the longest 
distance, it is believed, ever riddenin 24 hours on 
a bicycle. 

‘The rebuilding of the Paris Sorbonne has made 
necessary the destruction of a hotel with which is 
associated the name of Jean Jacques Rousseau. 
For years it was known as the Hotel St. Quentin. 
Leibnitz lodged init when in Paris, and in the 
seventh book of his confessions Rousseau speaks 
of going to lodge in it, “‘in an uninviting street, an 
uninviting hotel and an uninviting room.” He 
wrote one or two of his books in this building, and 
after his death the preprietor changed the name to 
the name it has since borne—the Hotel Jean 
Jacques Rousseau. Students, of late years, have 
been its chief frequenters.

G. B. Miller tobaceo manufactory, which was 
established {n 1776, came into the hands of a stock 
company, of which Mr.Collins was mace President. 
This position he held at the time of his death, the 
office of the company being at No. 97 Columbia 
street. Mr. Collins was one of the first Directors 
of the Marine Bank, and was at times during his 
life a Director of several insurance companies. 
About 1844 he was an active politician in the Amer.

Ir 
church matters Mr. Collins was especially active, 
being a member of the Episcopal Church.

TURGENIEFR’S NIAILISM. 
From the Fall Mali Gazette. 
The prose-poem of Turgenieff’s which the 
Nihilists bave published as a proof that the great 
interpreter of the Slavonic genius “* believed in the 


revolutionists” isnot conclusive. That he sympa- 
thized with them is indisputable. But who does 
not? No conviction as to the madness and wicked- 
neas of their enterprises can possibly steel the 
heart against such heroic self-sacrificing devotion 
to the cause of the disinherited as that which is 
the most striking characteristic of the Nihilist 
women. Of their spirit Turgenieff's poem, “ The 
Threshold,” is a faithful interpretation: “ Before 
me is an immense edifice. In the centre of its 
facade a narrow door stands, wide open; beyond 
it, a dense obscurity.

THE WORKING MEN’S FIGHT. 
DISSENSIONS AMONG THEMSELVES AND SOME 
UNFAITHFUL CANDIDATES. 

The working men’s organizations have been 
busy canvassing the various districts in favor of 
abolishing the convict contract labor system and 
of certain candidates whom they have nominated 


for the Legislature. Dissensions, however, have 
already broken out among them, and they are 
eccusing each other of ineonsistency in political 
movements. The Executive Committee of the 
Working Men’s State Assembly reeeived reports 
yesterday afternoon at its head-quarters, No. 10 
Stanton-street, that the Democrats and Repub- 
licans were sending out both pro and anti convict 
contract labor ballots, and that ballots in favor of 
contractors would be dealt out at the boothe to- 
morrow. The Executive Committee therefore 
issued @ warning to ali working men, advising them 
not to vote until 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and in 
the meantime to watch the movements of the 
party machine men at the poils. In whatever dis- 
trict they should find either party’s agents dealing 
out ballots in favor of the contract system, the 
working men are advised to vote against that 
party. 

The Executive Committee has selected the names 
ot certain candidates for the Assembly, several of 
whom are the nominees of the Working Men's 
State Assembly. asd urges working men to 
vote fortnem. These are Joseph Delehanty, of 
Cohoes, cotton spinner; James P. Hooley, of Troy. 
fron molder; Joseph Joyce, of Utica, printer: 
John Carmichael, of Auburn, shoemaker: E. B. 
Elton, of Auburn, carpenter; Frank C. Jones, of 
Buffalo, telegrapber; F. F. Fargo, of Buffalo, jour- 
nalist; Eghert Hochstra, of Rochester, printer; 
c. C. Allen, of Rome, iron worker. An ur- 
gent appeal is made to working men in the 
Tenth Assembly District in this City to 
vote for George Francis Roesch,the Tammany 
Hall candidate for the Assembly, because he had 
voted for all measures for the welfare of working 
men. The Extécutive Committee bas drawn up 
and sent to candiaates of both parties a set of 
printed questions asking them whether they would 
vote for various bills in the interest of labor. Sev- 
eral candidates have already returned favorable 
answers. The committee has appointed watchers, 
who wil] remain at the polis at all the election dis- 
tricts and work in the interests of labor move- 
ments, The committee will hold another meeting 
this evening.

nly. hed not been working industriously. Vincent 
Woytisek is its candidate for Assembly in 
the Tenth District, while the Working Men's State 
Assembly has indorsed Mr. Roesch. the Tammany 
candidate. * communication was received stating 
that James Devine. the union’s eandidate for the 
Assembly in the Fifteenth District; had withdrawn 
from the contest. Walter P. Shannon, its can- 
didate in the Nineteenth District, had been in- 
vitea to come and sign the pledge required of all 
its candidates. He did not appear, and the union 
thereupon struck his name from its list. This 
leaves the Central Labor Union only two candi- 
dates for Assembly and one for Alderman.

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RUN DOWN BY A STEAMER. 


A SCHOONER WRECKED BY THE NEW-YORK 
AND THE LATTER INJURED. 

The steam-ship New-York, of the Morgan 
Line, which arrived from New-Orleans yesterday 
afternoon, had two big holes in her bow, hidden 
by a large sail, caused by a collision with the three- 
masted schooner Blanche Hopkins, of Philadelphia, 
The Blanche Hopkins was bound from New-Bed- 
ford, for Philadelphia, in baliast. At 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning she wason the starboard tack 
sailing close to the wind, which only enabled her 
to head south-south-east. Capt. Pedrick was on 


deck. He observed the lights of a steam-ship 
about three miles distant on the starboard bow. 
The lights of the schooner were burning ate te f 
and the night was unusually clear. Capt. Pedric 
thought that the ge eo which was headed to- 
ward him, would alter her course in order to 
avoid him. The schooner was entitled to the 
right of way. but the steam-ship, which proved to 
be the New-York, kept on in a direct line. 

It soon became apparent that unless the steamer 
altered her course she would run down the Hop- 
kins. Capt. Pedrick burned a torch in order to 
warn the steam-ship of the danger. The vessels 
were then about 300 yards apart. The New-York 
did not appear to pay any attention to the signal, 
but kept on, evidently at full speed. Capt. Pedrick 
did not attempt to go about as he had the right of 
way. In another moment the vessels were 80 
close together that it would have been impossible 
to have avoided acollision. A terriffic crash fol- 
lowed. The steam-ship struck the schooner head 
on:-and ber stem penetrated nearly half way 
into the latter vessel, which received the blow 
on her starboard side just ait of the fore 
rigging. Both vessels listed heavily. For an in- 
stant they remained together. Two of the schoo- 
ner’s crew climbed up the bow of the New-York. 
Others would have followed, but the vessels drifted 
apart. Inthe excitement of the moment Mate 
Woolman, of the Hopkins, jumped overboard. 
The schooner instantly began to fill, and 
in a moment rolled over upon her starboard 
side. Large holes had been knocked in the 
bow of the New-York at the water-line and the 
water posse into the fore compartment. Capt. 
Pedrick ordered his men to put their boat over the 
side. This order was executed in an instant and 
they sprang into it, saving nothing except the 
clothing which they stood in. The mate, who 
was still ae the water, was found and 
dragged into the boat. The steam-ship lay hove 
to a short distance from the wreck. She was leak- 
ing very badly, and her crew were attempting to 
stop up the holes by placing the mainsail over 
them. Capt. Pedrick ‘and his six men came aljong- 
side the New-York an@ climbed up the side. Thé 
two other members of the schooner’s crew were 
found et the gangway waiting to welcome their 
ehipmates. 

After the holes had been covered as well as the 
cirenmstances would admit the New-York pro- 
ceeded. Her donkey engines were started up and’ 
the pumps were kept constantly going until the 
ship reached her dock. The fore compartment 
was at first flooded, but afterward the engines 
pumped out the water as fast as it. poured in. 
One of the crew of the New-York said that the 
shock of the collision was extemely violent. The 
steam-ship shook from stemtostern, Capt. Quick. 
of the New-York, and bis officers were unwilling 
to talk about the accident when the dock was 
reached. Some of the steamer’s crew were of the 
opinion that the Captain did not alter his course 
because he thought that he would be able 
to clear the schooner. At the time of 
ths accident the sea was quite smooth. 
The collision occurred about es t miles sonth- 
east of the Five Fathom Lightsbip. There were 
no passengers on the New-York, and, with one or 
two exceptions, the men in both crews behaved 
with coolness during the time of danger. One of 
the schooner's seamen lost $60 in money which 
he had left in his berth He was at the 
whee} when the collision oceurred, and he 
had no time for going below. When last seen the 
wreck was lying, full of water, on her starboara 
side. The Blanche Hopkins measured about 900 
tons and was 3 years old. She was valued at $40,- 
000 and was partially insured. Her owner was 
Capt. William Irelan, of Philadelphie. The cargo 
of the New-York consisted of cotton and molasses. 
A small portion or the freight in the forward com- 
postmen has been injured, it is thought, by water.

A £RENCH CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

A number of the prominent French resi- 
dents of this City are taking steps to organize in 
this City a French Chamber of Commerce, similar 
to those existing in New-Orleans, London, Buenos 
Ayres, Lima, and several other cities. The object 


of the Chamber is to collate for the use of mer- 
chants and manufacturers of France facts regard- 
ing American laws, tariff, trade regulations, the 
events and needs of American trade which Frenoh- 
men can supply. and any other facts or statistics 
that may be of benefit in promoting commercial 
interests between France and this country. 
Similar facts regarding France, its laws, 
tariff. needs which American merchants can 
supply, and like information will be gathered for 
the use of American traders. Mr. Lourdelet a 
delegate of the French Government, met a num- 
ber of French gentlemen at a dinner at Delmoni- 
co’s on Saturday evening, when the initiative steps 
in the formation of the Chamber of Commerce 
were taken. Among those present were Minister 
Albert Lefaivre, who still acts as Coneul- 
General in this City, and his assistant, 
Mr. Troy; Messrs. Charles Renauld, P. 
Cosie, and E. de La Chapelle, President, 
Vice-President, and Secretary of the French 
Benevolent Society: Eugene Le Beuf, President of 
the United French Societies; Frederic R. Coudert, 
Prof. Eli Charlier, Coroner Frederick Levy, Louis 
de Bebian, agent of the French Steam-ship Line, 
Adolphe Cohn, correspondent of the sépublique 
francaise, and several others. After a general 
discussion of the subject, a committee consisting 
of Charles‘Renauild, Chairman; Leon Barre, E. Le 
Beuf, and P. La Coste was appointed to prepare a 
provisiona! draft ofa constitution for the proposed 
Cnamber of Commerce and calla meeting of all 
French residents of the Cit terested inthe un- 
dertaking, at some future day. There is no doubt 
that the project will be successfully carried out.

A DISASTER ON LAKE ERIE. 


THE PROPELLOR MAYFLOWER WITH FOUR 
BARGES IN TOW WRECKED. 


Burra o, Nov. 4.—The propeller Mayflower 
was ran ashore on Point Albino, Lake Erie, at 3 
o’clock this morning in a terrible gale. After 
five hours’ waiting on board Capt. Cramer 
and his crew landed safely and were 
brought to Buffalo to-night.

The Mayflower had in tow the 
bares Lillie May, F. M. Dickerson, Em- 
erald, and Colorado, all heavily loaded with 
jumber from Tonawanda to Bay City. The Captain 
states that last night the wind was blowing a 
gale above Erie, and that the barge Lillie 
May last her rudder became water-logged and un- 
manageable. Off Dunkirk the Mayflower was leak- 
ing fast,and he was forced to abandon the barges. He 
failed to make the harbor at Port Colborne, and as 
the water was up to his furnaces, he was obliged 
to run the propeller aground off Point 
Albino. She soon was in the trough and 
is breaking up. She lays on a rocky coast and 
little can besaved. The Mayflower was built in 
1852 by F. N. Jones and measured 415 tons. She 
was owned by Henry Blanchard, of Detroit, and 
was valued at $18,000. Being out of class 
sbe was uninsured. Blanchard also owns 
the barges. They were found to-day. Two 
of them had been towed to the breakwater 
and the Lillie May was found at anchor five miles 
above Dunkirk. Her female cook was taken off 


during the storm by the propeller Toledo. The 
crew had had nething to eat since Saturday morn-

THE EVOLUTION OF THE BANJO. 


HOW THE INSTRUMENT HAS ADVANCED IN 
THE FAVOR OF SOCIETY. 

“Tt is astonishing how fashionable the banjo 
has become of late years,” sald an eminent in- 
structor in the mysteries of that instrument the 
other day. The “Professor” was seated in an 
easy chair, with a banjo resting aeross bis knee, 
while his hand, wandering over the »trings, pro- 
duced dreamy suggestions of plantation melody. 

“Once,” be continued, “the banjo was consid- 
ered a barbarous instrument, to be classed with 
the kettle-drum and the fom-tom, and was thought 
incapable of anything beyond an accompani- 
ment. Nowadays the development of musical 
taste has brought about an appreciation of 
the ‘higher possibilities of the banjo, and 
has also produced a marked improvement 
in the instrument itself. The modern banjo, with 
its carefully stretched sheepskin, steel frame, and 
cat-gut strings, is avery different affair from the 
original instrument which one sees even now in 
the South in the hands of the negro, whose greatest 
delight it isto strum upon it accompaniments to 
those strange, barbarous chants, the primitive musio 
brought from Africa, which were doubtless once 


the war-songs and feast-songs of the native tribes. 
The first banjo was doubtless a simple bamboo 
stick. with fibres stretched upon it, upon which 
the magicians, or Obi-men, in Africa may have 
played while eonducting theirenchantments. The 
next step in the evolution of the banjo was a cala- 
bash, a gourd-like fruit with a long stem, upon 
which the strings of the instrument were stretched. 
The present shave is probably directly traceable to 
this curious instrument. Even now in the South 
the darkies make banjos out of gourds, across 
which they stretch some sort of skin for a dia- 
phragm. Snake-skin isa favorite material for the 
purpose. 

“ There is no race of people more generally gifted 
with natural musical ears than the African. Itisa 
rare thing to see a negro in the South who cannot 
sing or Diay upon some musical instrument. I 
once lived upon a plantation fora few weeks, and 
every night the pegro quarters were filled with the 
music of the banjo and the voices of the darkies 
singing. There was one instrument { heard which 
possies me very much. It'seemed to give forth 

ut asingle, long, droning note. .1t wasn't forsome 
time that I knew what produced it, and 72° could 
never guess what it was. A negro would lay his 
borny finger on the table, which served as a sound- 
ing beard, and, wetting the finger with his tongue. 
draw the stick slowly across it, produoing the long 
bass note I have described. A year and a half ago 
the banjo furor was at its height. It even became 
fashionable in England, where proficiency in piay- 
ing upon the instrument came to be considered an 
elegant accomplishment. It is still fashionable, 
though not quiteso much so now as when it first 
became the rage. Many young ladies and gentle- 
men come to me to learn how to play the banjo. 
It is quite easy to learn and serves admirably to 
accompany singing in the parlor.”

FIGHTING JERRY GREENING 


INCIDENIS IN THE LIFE OF A 


PIEH COUNTY HUNTER. 

A FAMILY WHICH HAS TERRORIZED OVER 
THE COUNTY FOR YEARS—THE MUR- 
DER OF A. C, CHEEVER. 

Ssonoua, Pike County, Penn., Nov. 3.— 
The murder of A. O. Cheever on his farm in Ding- 
man Township, seven miles from this village, on 
Saturday of last week, has brougnt the notorious 
“ Jerry” Greening family and its record once more 
prominently before the public, and the exploits 
and characteristics of its members at present form 
the chief tople of conversation throughout Pike 
County. The Greenings live on a backwoods farm 
in an isolated part of the county, known by the 
cheerful name of “ Rattlesnake.”’ The family is a 
very large one, but its members best known to 
local fame are old Jerry and his sons young Jerry, 
Case, Lon, and John. It is the latter who loaded 
his gun on Saturday, Oct. 27, with the avowed in- 
tention of going out to shoot Amie Cheever’s dog, 
and it is the same kina of shot as he placed in his 


gun that was found in the murdered man’s body 
when he was found dead on his wood-pile last 
Sunday. The loeality, although wild and isolated. 
is a romantic and picturesque one, and its charm 
has led many prominent New-Yorkers to seek it 
during the Summer and Fal] months, and a num- 
ber have purchased property in the neighborhood 
and make their homes there most of the year. 
Among these is Mme. Ponisi, of Wallack’s Theatre, 
who some years ago purchased a farm adjoining 
Greening’s, where she spends her time with her 
family during the theatrical vacation. 

The Greenings live by hunting, fishing, acting as 
guides to visiting sportsmen, and by the sale of 
railroad-ties, hoop-poles, cord-wood, tan-bark, 
ship-knees, and other products of the woods, 
which they have ransacked and stripped for miles 
around, irrespective of ownership ortitie. Some 
member of the family—and ftequently two or 
three of them at once—hes been detendant in a 
criminal suit of some kind. generally assault and 
battery, at nearly every term of the Pike County 
courts for 25 years. They are vindictive and un- 
forgiving, and any neighbor of theirs, or any other 
resident of the county, who has given them either 
real or imaginary cause for a ‘grudge’ against 
him, knows that sooner or later he will be made 
to feel their vengeance in one way or another. 
This is especially true of the Greening 
““poys.”” Old Jerry, elthough as hale, hearty, 
tough. and active at 75 as he was at 4), 
has been comparatively quiet and non-aggressive 
for 15 years past. Previous to that his appearance 
in Milford, or any other village, was sufficient to 
excite general uneasiness, for it was well under- 
stood that before he started tor home there had to 
be a fight, and that it would have but «ne result— 
the unmerciful ‘licking’ of some unfortunate 
townsman at old Jerry's bands. It was his boast 
that he had never yet met a man that was 
“enough” for him. One day in 1867 he entered the 
Pike County House in Milford, and was looking for 
a fight. He was noisy and abusive as usual, and 
terrorized all who were present. The landlord 
was a strong young man, but peaceable and non- 
combatant, He endeavored to quiet old Jerry 
and induce him to start for home. Jerry then 
turned his attention to the landlord, and declared 
that he would whip him. He proceeded to carry 
out his intention, but the landlord got in one blow 
between Jerry’s eyes that felled him like an ox. 
The aid of a physician had to be called in to reatore 
the bully to consciousness. When he recovered he 
walkea out of the hotel without a word, got into 
his wagon, and went home. From that day he 
quit drinking, and has never been known to seek 
a fight since. 

ln old Jerry Greening’s younger days he was the 
terror of the whole region. There was one man 
in the township, however, that he was afraid to 
“tackle.” One Fall a backwoods preacher, known 
asthe ‘‘Mountain Ranger,” opened a protracted 
meeting in the school-house, three or four miles 
from Greening’s. One Sunday, as Greening was 
hunting deer in the woods, he met a neighbor who 
was also a noted fighter. This neighbor told 
Greening that if he wanted to see some fun to 
come along with him, as he was going over to the 
schoo}-house to “ bust up’’ the meeting, because 
his wife had got religion and spent too much time 
atthe school-house. Greening went along to see 
the fun. When they reached the meeting the ser- 
vices were at their height. The two men stalked 
in. The aggrieved neighbor walked straight up to 
the preacher, who was a tall, wiry, big-fisted man, 
and boldly announced that he had come there to 
“lam” him and ‘bust up” the meeting. The 
preacher paused in his sermon, and, stepping 
up to the intruder, caught him by tbe 
collar and flung him bodily out ofa window. He 
did not come back. The preacher knew that the 
man wes held in almost as much terror in the com- 
munity as Jerry Greening, and that probably no 
one else in the township would dare to fight him, 
and so the preacher thought to make astrong 

vint with bis congregation. and, walking back to 
bis post behind his desk, solemnly declared that tt 
was entirely owing to the power of religion that 
be had been able to so quickly vanquish his assail- 
ant, and asserted that any one in the audience 
could have done the same thing if they had faith 
and religion. 

The effect on Jerry Greening of the preacher's 
summary disposition of the doughty disturber of 
the meeting was wonderful. If religion could do 
such wonders as that, he thought—as he says him- 
self in relating the story—it was just what he 
wanted to help him outin a fight with the one 
man in the township that he was afraid to “tack- 
le.” So that same night he ‘‘went forward” and 
‘joined the mourners.’’ The news that Jerry 
Greening was getting religion spread all over the 
country, and added greatly to the success of the 
revival. Jerry “got tne power’ the second night 
after he went forward, and it was announced that 
the next Sunday he wouldtell his **ex:erience.’’ 
One of Jerry’s hunting companions was on 
his way to the woods that day after 
deer, but when he heard that Jerry was 
to tell his experience he stopped in at the schvol- 
bouse to hear him, setting his gun down by the 
door. While Jerry was giving his experience the 
baying of a hound was heard off on the ridge. 
Jerry kept on talking, but began to prick up his 
ears and crane bis neck around to jook out of the 
window in the direction from which the hound’s 
cry came. He knew the dog was bringing a deer 
straight toward the school-honse and that it would 
crop the creek at a well-known run-way only a few 
yards distant. Tne hound came nearer and nearer, 
and presently Jerry saw turough the wiadow a big 
five-prong buck tearing down the bill. This was 
more than he could stand. 

* There’s a -—- —— great big five-prong buck,” 
he shouted, *‘and my gun ain't within four mile o’ 
here !”’ 

He rushed from the school-house, and seeing the 
gun the hunter had left at the door he grabbed it 
and made forthe creek. Before he reached the 
rup-way he heard ashot and knew that some one 
had shot the deer. It was his dog that haa driven 
the deer in, and he made up bis mind to go on and 
claim at least part of the deer. When he got to 
the spot there the deer lay dead, and standing over 
it was the one man in the township whom he was 
afraid he could not “lick.”” He laid claim to the 
deer though, and the man said thatif he got that 
deer he would have to whip him first. Jerry then 
thought of the ** power.”’ and saying to himself, “I 
kin lick him, for I've got religion,” pitched in. In 
less than 3 minutes Jerry was the worst whipped 
man that ever lived in Pike County. He went 
home and told his wife that “if there wa’n't no 
more good in religion than that they could go to 
—— with it.” He never went to meeting afterward. 

During the war of the rebellion old Jerry Green- 
ing was drafted. When the notice was served on 
him he swore that be would never answer the 
call unless the Government sent enough mento 
take him by force. A detachment of sojdiers from 
a recruiting foree then in the county was ordered 
to goto Rattlesnake and bring Jerry to the front. 
He made a fort out of his honge, and for days, with 
the aid of his boys,he defied the Government. 
Two of the soldiers were badly wounded by shots 
from the Greening guns, and reinforcements had 
to be sent tothe aid of the soldiers. The Govern- 
ment forces, after a week’s siege, surprised the 
Greenings by strategy and captured Jerry. 
Through the influence of parties in Vhiladelpbia, 
who were in favor with tbe authorities, he escaped 
punishment and was discharged. He has made it 
his boast ever since that he had “ cleaned out” 
nearly every fighting man that wasin the county, 
and then ended up by getting the best of the whole 
United States Government. 

A brother of “old Jerry” Greening lived near his 
place for several years, but Jerry took offense at him 
for something, and the brother was at last obligea 
to move to another part of the county to escape the 
In investt- 
gating the Cheever murder witnesses bave civen 
testimony with great feluctance, saying that they 
feared the consequences of saying anything that 
would tend to irritate the Greenings. One witness 
declared that he did not dare to tell certain things 
that he knew because he was afraid the Greenings 
would killhim. At the present writing an officer 
is on bis way with a warrant for the arrest of one 
of the Greenings, charged with being the murderer 
of Amie Cheever. -

MURDERED IN A SALOON 


4 MAN WANTONLY SHOT DOWN 
; BY A POLICEMAN. 
PATROLMAN CONROY’S RIOTOUS ACTS—PETER 

KEENAN SHOT AND TERRIBLY CLUBBED 
AND THE OFFICER MOBBED. 

Patrolman William Conroy, of the Twenty- 
first Precinet, was yesterday a prisoner in the po- 
jiee station in Last Thirty-fifth-street, charged with 
murder. The victim of the policeman’s fury was 
Peter Keenan, a laborer, whom he shot in the ab- 
jJomen during a fracas in the liquor store of Pat- 
‘ick Cady, at No. 322 East Thirty-sixth-street. The 
‘ow to which the shooting was the sequel occurred 
just before midnignt on Saturday, and stories 
sotally at variance with each other are told by the 
policeman and those who were engaged in the 
affray. 

At 11:20 o'clock on, Saturday night, as Sergeant 
McDonald was seated behind the desk at the sta- 
tion-house, a man rushed in, greatiy excited, and 
sold the Sergeant that there was shooting going on 
jown the street, and that a policeman was in 
trouble there. The Sergeant sent several officers 
io the viace indicated. At midnight Patrolman 
Vonroy came in bringing Keenan with him asa 
prisoner. Keenan was pale and almost speechless, 
and Was, apparently, in a comatose condition. Pa- 


‘relman O’Hara followed with two young men, 
Thomas and John Clifford, brothers, living at No. 
822 East Thirty-sixth-street, whom he had arrested 
at the command of Conroy. Conroy, who was labor- 
ing under great excitement and had evidently 
been drinking, made a statement to the effect 
that Keenan was drunk and acting in a disorderly 
way in front of Cady’s liquor store, and he at- 
tempted to arrest him. Keenan resisted, struck 
him a stagcering blow in the neck and broke 
away. When Conroy endeavored to regain his 
prisoner, a gan of Keenan's friends assaulted him 
and rescued him from the officer. The neighbor- 
hood is filled with rowdies, who combined in an‘at- 
tack upon him, throwing bricks and stones at him. 
Several bricks were also thrown at him from the 
neighboring housetops. Believing that his life was 
in danger he drew his revolver, a Smith and Wes- 
son five-shooter, and fired five shots into the 
crowd of his assailants, and Keenan fell, mortally 
wounded. Patrolman O'Hara then came to his 
assistance, and the two Cliffords were placed 
under arrest as having been participants in 
the assault upon Conroy. An ambulance had 
meanwhile been sent for and Keenan was 
speedily taken away to Bellevue Hospital. He 
died before arriving there. He was a native of 
Ireland, about 40 yearsofage. Hewas a widower, 
his wife having died two months ago. He leaves 
one child. 

Capt. Ryan arrived at the police station at 1 
o'clock He was not satisfied with the aspect of 
the case, and finding that Conroy haa been ex- 
cused by the Sergeant and had left the station- 
house, be went out in search of the policeman. 
He found him in Thirty-fifth-street, between First 
and Second avenues, talking excitedly to a crowd 
of men, and he brought the polieeman back 
to the station-house. Detectives Lott and Ma- 
lorkey were sent out to investigate the affair, 
and they brought back a story which did not 
agree with that told by the officer. 

From the statements made by persons who 
claim to have witnessed the entire affair, it ap- 
pears that a meeting of the friends of James 
O’Brien, the Independent Democratic candidate 
for Register, was held on Saturday night 
in Glass Hall. in East Thirty-fourth-street. Among 
the organizations which attended the meeting 
was the Daniel J. Keating Association. and aiter 
the meeting adjourned the members of the associa- 
tion went to Cady’s saloon. While there Thomas 
Murphy, the Tammany candidate for Assembly in 
the Eighteeuth District, came into the saloon, had 
a drink with all three, and left money with Cady 
to treat his friends. Conroy’s post took in both 
portions of Thirty-sixth and Thirty-firth streets 
and passes the station-bouse. Capt. Ryan had been 
looking for him on his post several times during 
the night, but failed to find him. The officer 
stepped into the station-house and, looking up at 
the clock, remarked. “It’s 20 minutes past 11 
o'clock,” and then went out. He must have gone 
directly to Cady’s saloon. At the doorof the saloon 
he met John Buckley, a laborer, of No. 324 East 
Thirty-nintbh-street. Buckley hailed the officer and 
said, “*Murphy’s been here and left a drink for 
you.” 

The policeman ¢ntered the saloon, after placing 
two lacs on the outside ef the saloon to watch for 
the Roundsman. He drank a giasa of sherry, and 
then asked those in the saloon todrink with him, 
After the drinks bad been taken Conroy asked how 
much was to pay, and Cady said adoilar. To this 
the policeman demurred, insisting that Cady was de- 
manding more money than he was entitled to. The 
policeman, who had been drinking before, became 
ancry and abusive. He asked a young man named 
MeGinnis what he had drank, and when the young 
man told him mixed ale Conroy cailed him a 
—— liar ‘and promptly knocked him down. 
Cady suggested that some of the persons who had 
drank at bisexpense had gone into the back 

of the [quor store, and the policeman rushed 
to the door of the back room, where some youvg 
men were playing cards. The upper part of the 
doorisof glass. With his club Conroy smashed two 
panes of glassand then tried to force open the door. 
Ove of the young men in the room braced himself 
against it, but the officer forced the door in. 
Conroy, stancing on the threshold, drew his re- 
voiver and pointed it at the card players, who 
jumped up from theirseats and ran into the rear 
ofthe room, Buckley interfered at this juncture 
and drew the officer away from the door. 
All this time Keenan, who had not participated 
in the row, was standing at the end of the 
bar leaning on his elbow. Ali those in the saloen 
say that Conroy raised his pistol and flrea deli: er- 
ately at Keenan. ‘The latter clasped both his 
bands over his abdomen and exclaimed. “I’m 
zone.” Keenan staggered bebind the bar and his 
friends assisted bim to a chair. John Clifford 
started fora doctor. Mre. Cady, the wife of the 
proprietor of the saloon, who had been attracted 
to the place by the noise, entered with her 8- 
months-old baby in her arms,and as she sprang 
forward to assist the wounded man, the officer, 
who appeared blinded with rage, raised his re- 
volver and puinted it at the woman. She beat 
a hasty retreat and ran out of the place. 

Conroy went behind the bar and, seizing Keenan 
by the coliar, began to drag nim from the place. 
As the policeman was dragging the wounded man 
across the floor he struck him several times with 
his club on the head and body and kicked him in 
the back. On reaching the street he threw Keenan 
on the sidewalk. The crowd then interfered to 
prevent Conroy killing Keenan outright, and the 
policeman thereupon emptied his revolver into the 
crowd, but without effeet. By this time several 
policemen had arrived, and one of them pro- 
tested against Conroy’s behavior, and said ** Don’t 
kill the man!” Conroy replied with a brutal and 
obscene remark, and continued to drag Keenan 
aiong the sidewalk. until his comrades compelled 
him todesist. Athis suegestion Patrolman O’Hara 
had arrested the two Cliffords, and as the police 
man. the wounded man, and the prisoners started 
for the station-house the incensed crowd followed 
them, hooting and yelling, aud pelting the offloers 
witn bricks and stones. Officers O’Hara and Ellis 
received severe sealp wounds and bruises, and 
Thomas Clifford, who is a cripple, was slightly in- 
jured by missiles. The facts as given above are 
taken from statements made to the detectives by 
Cady. Buckley, the two Ciiffords, anda number of 
others who were in the saloon at the time. 

When Capt. Ryan had finished his investigation 
he at once suspended Conroy from duty, deprived 
him of his shield. and placed him in a cell as a 
prisoner. The officer's empty revolver was a'!so 
taken from him. A brief account of the affair 
was telegrapbed to Police Head-quarters at 
2:45 A. M. yesterday, and reports contain- 
ing the main facts were subsequently made 
to Superintendent Walling apd Inspector Mur- 
ray. Both these officers say that the kill- 
ing of Keenan appeared to be a wanton 
taking of human life, and they commended Capt. 
Ryan’s prompt action in suspending the impli- 
cated officer from duty and making a prisoner of 
him. it is conceded that the lower end of Thirty- 
sixth-street is one of the worst portions of the 
precinct, and officers have been frequently as- 
saulted there, Within the past five months three 
policemen have been assaulted and badly beaten 
in the precinct, and the officers are justified in de- 
fending themselves from attaek, but in this case 
the shooting appears to hare been entirely with- 
out provocation. 

Coroner Levy has assumed charge of the case 
nd will hold a preliminary examination to-day. 
Conroy was taken to the Coroner’s office yester- 
day and was remanded to the custody of Capt. 
Ryan. At the station-house tne officer told the 
Coroner that he did not desire to make any state- 
ment until he hed consulted counsel. He, how- 
ever, suid that he had no acquaintance with 
Keenan before the shooting. Deputy Coroner 
Voniin made an autopsy of the body of Keenan at 
the Morgue late yesterday afternoon. He 
found the pistol-shot wound in the abdomen. 
The appearance of the body indicatea that Kee- 
nan had been brutally clubbed after being shet. 
The right ear was split as though with a blow 
from aclub, the bridge of the pose was broken, 
and there were abrasions and contusions on the 
bead and over and below the right eye. There 
was also alacerated wound on the back of the 
bead. The arms showed bruises and the marks of 
fingers. At the conelusion of the autopsy the 
body was delivered to Keenan's friends, who re- 
moved it to an undertaker’s shop to be prepared 
for burial. 

Patroiman Conroy is a native of this City, 25 
years of age. Fortwo years previous to his ap- 
pointment on the force he was employed as a con- 
ductor on the Second-Avenue Kailroad. He was 
apoointed « patrolman on April 28, 1883. He is

THE OUTLOOK IN BROOKLYN.

MAYOR LOW’'S ELECTION CONSIDERED CER- 
TAIN—PROSPECTS OF OTMER OFFICES. 
All the indications that have heretofore 
proved trustworthy in attempting to get the sense 
of the voters before the ballots are actually cast and 
counted seem to point ceria'nly to the election of 
Mayor Low by a substantial majority, The Demo- 
crats, however, are, or profess to be, very confi- 
dent of the election as Mayor of Joseph C. Hen 
drix. Mr. Hendrix, it is conceded, will get mora 


votes than did Mr. Howell two years ago inthe 
strong Democratic wards, but in the wards that 
are known to be “‘close’”’ politically aud in the Re- 
publican wards Mr. Low's vote will, it ts 
claimed, be largely in excess of that received 
by him when he first ran for the office. 
Upon the renewed allegiance to the Democratic 
Party of the men temporarily alienated two years 
ago, the hope of Mr. Hendrix's success at the polls 
is chiefly founded. Inall other respects the Demo- 
cratic candidate is weighted down witb the disad- 
vantages under which Mayor Howell appeared 
before the peopleas Boss McLaugblin’s candidate. 

The nature of the issues involved in the cam- 
paign for the Mayoralty enters largely into the 
calculations of the men on both sides. On the 
issue of non-partisanship in municipal matters, the 
supporters of Mayor Low claim that of the 11,3?3 
increase in the registration since 188! he will haveat 
Jeast 7,000. The friends of Mr. Hendrix avoid 
figures and say that no true Democrat wili imperil 
the chances of electing a Democratic Prasident 
next year by voting this year against the Demo- 
cratic nominees for Mayor and Aldermen 10 
Brooklyn. ‘The general belief among the oppo- 
nents of the boss system in politics is that Mayor 
Low’s majority will be between 5,000 and 
7,000. The moresanguine of his supporters claim 
much higher figures. 4 

The county tieket put in nomination by Boss Mc- 
Laughlin wiil be largely cut, even by the men who 
call themselves regular Democrats, The only 
Democratic newspaper published in Brooklyn is 
opposed to it from top to boitom. The storm of 
indignation thet was raised in Brookiyn by the ex- 
posure of the infamies that were practiced 
in the institutions at Flatbush under the 
care of the Commissioners of Charities 
and Corrections when the ring had _ control, 
has not yet subsided. The Supervisor at 
Large to be elected on Tuesday will have the ap- 
pointment of that commission and indirectly the 
appointment of the Warden of tbe Kings 
County Penitentiary. Mr. Myenborg, the ring 
nominee, is a man in thorough sympathy 
with McLaughlin and his methods. For 
these reasons the election of William A. Fritz, 
the Republican nominee, is considered certain. 
He has held the office for two years, and, like 
Mayor Low, be has fulfilled every promise 
be made to the people before election. An 
important office to be filled at the com- 
ing election is that of District Attorney. 
The election of Mr. Robert Payne, the Republican 
candidate, would mark an era in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the office similiar to that 
which signalized the accession of Mr. Low to the 
Mayoralty. If Mr. James W. Ridgeway. whom 
Boss McLaughlin has selected for the office, ic 
chosen. there will be rejoicing in every place of 
foul resort not only in Brooklyn and on Coney 
Island, but in New-York as well. Almost every 
notorious criminal in both cities has been at one 
time or another a client of Ridgeway. Mr. 
Payne fought through the war, has done 
good work in the Board of Education, 
is an able lawyer, and in _ his public 
and private life a citizen without reproach. The 
other office:s to be voted for on the county ticket 
are those of Auditor and Coroner. Mr. Francis A. 
Biggs now holds the office of Auditor. and has 
been renominated by the Republicans. Daniel 
Lake, the Democratic nominee, is one of Boss Mc-

HIS FRIENDS UNABLE TO ASSIGN A MOTIVE 
FOR THE ACT. 

The suicide on Saturday morning of Charles 
A. Matthews, ot this City, in the Collonade Hotel, 
Philadelphia, was a painful surprise to his many 
friends and acquaintances here, who can attribute 
no reasonable motive forthe act. Mr. Matthews 


was only 26 years old, had been married only 
about five months, enjoyed the income of a 
large fortune, and to ail appearances had 
nothing but the brightest of prospects before him. 
He was naturally of alight and buoyant disposi- 
tion, much given to the pleasures which attract 
men of his age with plenty of means, and it was 
very rarely that he was to be seen with anything 
like acloud on his handsome and rather inteilect- 
ual face. One thing only seemed to troubie 
him at times, and that was the remembrance 
that his father, the late Isaac M. Singer, 
of sewing-machine fame, had been mar- 
ried a great number of times. and that 
He changed his name 
to Metthews, the maiden name of his mother, in 
order to keep his parentage unknown to the world 
in general, and he was very sensitive on this one 
point, so sensitive that some of his friends believe 
that he was driven crazy by dwelling upon it and 
committed snicide while in a state’ of frenzy. He 
received a fine edueation in Europe, and upon re- 
turning to this City, in 1881, took rooms at the 
Hoffman House, where he lived in fine style on the

A COLLISION ON THE BRIDGE, BUT NO 


LIVES LOST. 

The failure of Col. Paine’s wonderful ex- 
perimental grip to do its work properly and the 
negligence of a brakeman on the bridge cars re- 
sulted in a collision at the New-York end of the 
Brooklyn bridge Saturday night, whieh fortunately

aid no damage, except to the cars. Just before 7 
o'clock a train of two cars arrived from Brooklyn 
and was switched over to the opposite track to re- 
turn. Three minutes later another train arrived 
and was run upon the switch. In the meantime 
the grip on the first train failed to catch the cable, 
and a delay followed of about 10 minutes, during 
which the train did not move from the platform. 
A third train, in charge of G. W. Dyatt, ar- 
rived from Brooklyn, and finding the switch 
already occupied remained at the platform 
after its passengers had landed. George Locke, 
a brakeman of this train, was sent back with a red 
lantern to stop the next train from Brooklyn. He 
went back 100 yards and waved his lantern, but 


Frederick Cammerer, who was in charge of the 
approaching cars, either did not see the signal in 
time or failed to loosen the grip and apply the 
brake promptly. The train, which was about half- 
full of passengers. came on witn almost as much 
rapidity as though the cable was drawing it, and 
the front car crashed into the rearcar of the sta- 
tionary train. The woodwork of the platforms of 
these cars was broken into splinters, and the iron 
railings were wrenched and bent, while the glass in 
many of the windows was shattered, and the plat- 
forms of all four of the cars were more or less 
broken. The passengers in the incoming train were 
knocked about in a lively manner by the shock, 
but nobody was injured, and all escaped from the 
cars as quickly as possibie. 

Superintendent Hoagland suspended Cammer- 
er at once, and an “investigation of the 
accident will be made to discover where the re- 
sponsibility rests. Cammerer says that his brake 
did pot work, but it was found to be in good order 
after the accident. Soon after the collision the 
grip which had caused the first delay and blocked 
the tracks grasped the cable, and the first train 
started for Brooklyn. The damaged cars were 
pushed over by a locomotive, and the entire delay 
to travel on the railroad was about 40 minutes. 
The damage to the cars amounts to about $75. 
Trains of two cars each were ruuning on 8 min- 
utes’ headway yesterday, and they were crowded 
with passengers all day long. The footpath was 
also thronged by persons who had been brought 
out by the fine weather.
